Italy for the Argentine Republic seems 


certain, and it was stated later, on ap- 
parently reliable authority, that Argentina 
had broken off the negotiations because 
she did not want to sell direct to a bellig- 
erent. 

Russia, it is understood, suggested that 
the sale be made through the medium of 
Venezuela, Costa Rica, or Bulgaria, the 
ships being acquired by either one of these 
States and by it transferred to Russia. 
But Argentina was still nervous, and in- 
sisted that if the cruisers were sold it must 
be to a bona fide maritime.power. 

When the negotiations were next heard 
of Turkey was reported to be conducting 
them through the Argentine Legation at 
Paris. Later it was asserted that France 
had been enlisted as an intermediary. 
dispatch from Buenos Ayres on Aug. 
said that a French corporation had made 
@ proposition for the purchase of two of 
the vessels, but it was added that they 
were to be delivered in France and remain 
in a French port until the close of the 
Russo-Japanese war. 

If any power has consented to aid Russia 
in this matter Japan may have something 
to say. The case of the two Argentine 
cruisers sold to Japan cannot be regarded 
as *aprecedent, for these vessels were pur- 
chased before the outbreak of the war, and 
reached Japan just prior to the first at- 
tack on Port Arthur by Admiral Togo’s 
fleet. 

The four warships which Argentina was 
willing to sell are quite modern and very 
formidable vessels. They are the Gari- 
baldi, of 13,384 tons, and the General Bel- 
grano, the General San Martin, and the 
Pueyrredon, of 13,000 tons each. The first 
and last were built at Sestri Ponente and 
the two others at Leghorn. 

The Garibaldi and the Pueyrredon each 
carry two 10-inch guns, ten 6-inch guns, 
six 4.7-inch guns, ten 2.2-inch guns, and a 
large number of smaller guns. The Gen- 
eral Belgrano carries two 10-inch, fourteen 
@ inch, two 3-inch, ten 2.2-igch, and smaller 
guns. The General San Martin has four 
8-inch, ten 6-inch, six 4.7-inch, twelve 2.2- 
inch, and other guns. All four vessels are 
heavily protected by armor. The speed of 
the Garibaldi and the General San Martin 
4s over 19 knots, and that of the two other 
yessels over 20 knots. 

The Baltic fleet is particularly weak in 
modern armored cruisers, and if it is re- 
inforced by the four Argentine vessels it 
will be a very much more formidable squad- 
ron.

Kuropatkin Is Trying to Hold the Fu- 
Shan Mines, Which Supply Coal 
for the Railway. 


MUKDEN, 20.—A battle is immi- 
nent. 

The Japanese are advancing with eight, 
and possibly nine, divisions,

ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Sept. 21. 
—The following dispatch was received yes- 
terday from Gen. Kuropatkin: 

“The reconnaissance made Sept. 17 es- 
tablished the fact that the Japanese posi- 
tion at Bentsiaputze was strongly held by 
a brigade with guns. There was none of 
the enemy east of Bentsiaputze, but Japan- 
ese reinforcements arrived Sept. 18 in the 
vicinity of that village. 

‘“‘Large Japanese forces from Liao-Yang 
have already crossed to the right bank of 
the Tai-Tse River. 

*““A Cossack patrol attacked a Japanese 
convoy west of Bentsiaputze and captured 
thirty horses with their loads.”’ 

The sensational report that Gen. Kuroki 
has crossed the Hun River unopposed and 
that the whole Japanese army is advancing 
upon Mukden does not receive much cre- 
dence here as being in direct contradiction 
of official news issued by the General Staff. 

Gen. Kuropatkin announces that on Sept. 
17 there was not a single Japanese east of 
Bentsiaputze. How, it is asked, could Gen. 
Kuroki, with his 100,000 men, slip past Gen. 
Rennenkampff’s Cossacks and cross the 
Hun River near the Fu-Shan coal mines, 
thirty miles east of Mukden? 

Fu-Shan is situated on the road from 
Bentsiaputze. This road is carefully 
watched by Gen. Kuropatkin’s outposts be- 
tween Mukden and Sin-tsin-Tin. A strong 
guard has been placed at the Fu-Shan 
mines, which Gen. Kuropatkin will not give 
up without a struggle, as the loss of the 
mines would involve the cutting off of the 
coal supply for the whole of the Manchu- 
rian Railway. 

Nevertheless it is considered more than 
doubtful if Gen. Kuropatkin will make a 
decisive stand south of Tie Pass.

SAYS BRYAN IS ANTI-PARKER. 


E. Benjamin Andrews Believes Fusion 
Deal Is on in Nebraska.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 20.—Chancellor E. 
Benjamin Andrews of Nebraska University 
is of the opinion that Bryan Democratic 
votes in Nebraska are to be cast for Re- 
publican Electors in exchange for Repub- 
lican votes for the fusion candidates for 
the State Legislature. 

“At the present time there is every 
chance that Roosevelt will secure the elect-

“IT am not prepared to offer proof that 
there is an out and out deal between Bryan 
and the Republican leaders in Nebraska, 
but that is the talk throughout the State, 
and I am convinced that all of Mr. Bryan’s 
personal following and another following 
which he is abie to control will not support 


Judge Parker. It is the general understand- 
ing in Nebraska that the result of the elec- 
tion will be as I have stated in case pres- 
ent plans materialize on election day. It is 
Mr. Bryan’s ambition, of course, to be 
Senator. I think he has lost very little of 
his personal popeastiy in Nebraska, and I 
believe he can influence this vote any way 
he desires.”’

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HORSE ON A RAMPAGE. 


Dashes Through Store Windows and 
Then Lays Out Amateur Veterinary. 


A horse hitched to a delivery wagon took 
fright at an automobile at Thirty-eighth 
Street and Eighth Avenue last evening just 
when the ayenue was thronged with people, 
and bolted down the line quite out of the 
control of his driver. 

At Thirty-sixth Street the driver, Antonio 
Ehrman of 304 West Twenty-sixth Street, 
pulled on the right rein so vigorously that 
the frightened animal swerved and plunged 
through the plate-glass window of the store 
of Edward Hunter, at the southwest cor- 
ner.

The wagon, together with Ehrman, 
had been Jeft at the curb when the horse 
broke up on to the sidewalk. Ehrman was 
not injured. 

While the driver and bystanders were try- 
ing to bandage up the animal, Joseph No- 
lan, also a driver, of 5089 Tenth Avenue, 
passed by with Miss Catherine Wolferth. 
He attempted to take charge of things, and 
set to work binding up the horse’s hind 
legs. A kick from the horse sent him to the 
gutter unconscious.

LAWYER DIES AT COURT HOUSE.

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EXTRA POLICE FOR BROADWAY. 


Bicycle Biuecoats Added—Mounted Men 
Planned for Theatre Crowds. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo announced 
yesterday that in order to make Broadway 
safer he hed created five special patrol 
posts for that thoroughfare. Two bicycle 
policemen will be on duty there from 8 
P. M. to 4 A. M., one between Twenty- 
sixth and Thirty-eighth Streets and the 
other between Thirty-eighth and Forty- 
ninth Streets. 

Three ordinary policemen will be put on 
beats from Twenty-sixth Street to Forty- 
ninth Street. The upper post will include 
Times Square, but the Commissioner is 
consijering the establishment of a post 
to take in Times Square alone, believing 
that the big hotels and numerous theatres 
there will justify the addition. 

The Commissioner is planning to put in 
service soon several mounted policemen, 
especially in the theatre district. He thinks 
that they are best able to control the 
cruwis which swarm upon Broadway at 
the close of the performances. The Com- 
missioner will have his force of policemen 
aviilable ‘or the more crowded parts of 
Manhattan and Brooktyn swelled to-day by 
the transfor of 100 men back from Coney 
Island and other Summer resorts. 


W. B. S. WHALEY FAILS. 


Cotton Mill Promoter, a Bankrupt in 
Boston, Owes $1,114,125. 


EOSTON, Mass., Sept. 20.—Owing more 
than a million dollars and with assets of 
$1,200, William B. Smith Whaley, the finan- 
cial supporter of several cotton manufact- 
uring enterprises in the South, filed a vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy in the United 
States District Court to-day. 

Mr. Whaley was the senior member of the 
William B. Smith Whaiey Company of this 
city, and is a resident of Newton. For 
some time he has been interested in raising 
funds for textile industries in the Southern 
States, particularly in South Carolina. His 
total liabilities are $1,114,125. The secured 
claims amount to $1,087,951, and the unse- 
cured to $26,174. In his petition he states 
that his only assets are personal property 
valued at $1,100, real estate worth $100, and 
household goods. There are ninety-one 
creditors. The individual claims range 
from $500 to $175,000.

Rockefeller-Gould Party Threatens 
New Competition. 


WANTS A HIGHER DIVIDEND 


This Is Refused Lest a Profitable Bond 
Conversion Into Union Pacific 
Common Shake Control. 


Rumors of trouble between the Rocke- 
feller-Gould combination and the so-called 
Harriman group of financiers, which have 
been whispered about in Wall Street for 
several days, found confirmation yesterday 
in several ll-informed quarters, and 
also in the ock market. That broke 
sharply, while, without any apparent rea- 
son, Union Pacific fssues displayed ex- 
traordinary strength, recalling the first 
Stage of the Northern Pacific corner of 
1901, 

The differences of opinion between these 
two great camps of capitalists have_ been, 
it is learned, gradually widening, and have 
now reached a stage where they can be de- 
scribed as very nearly acute. When the 
beginning was nobody knows exactly. The 
breach was a small one at first—some- 
thing in which the Standard Oil had been 
offended—which, it was thought, would 
soon be forgotten. But instead of healing 
the breach widened. The latest trouble 
has been, so it is understood, due to the 
desire of the Rockefeller interests to get a 
larger return on their heavy holdings of 
Union Pacific stock. This stock now pays 
only 4 per cent., although the road is earn- 
ing enough to make the payment of 5 per 
cent. dividends a matter which would not in 
the least strain its treasury. 

The reason for Harriman’s unwillingness 
to pay 5 per cent., according to the best 
information obtainable, is that he fears 
such increase would result in the conver- 
sion into common stock of $87,000,000 of 
bonds, necessitating the acquisition by him- 
self and his associates of some $40,000,000 
more of that stock in order to be certain of 
absolute control of the road. For it is now 
well established that unless control is held 
absolutely and is not in the open market 
its continuation is seriously jeopardized. 

The convertible bonds above mentioned 
may, prior to May 1, 1906, be converte: 
into stock at par. As these bonds are now 
quoted at 103%, such a proceeding would in- 
volve a loss of $40 on every bond, a very 
substantial sum, should any one undertake 
that method of securing control of the 
Union Pacific. If the common stock paid 
5 per cent. dividends it would quickly rise 
to a point where the conversion would be- 
come profitable. Mr. Harriman is there- 
fore guarding his fences in refusing to pay 
more than 4 per cent. on Union Pacific 
common. 

A number of moves by Standard Oil 
which can hardly be considered friendly to 
the Harriman interests have been detected 
lately. The most recent and the most im- 
portant of these moves was the entrance 
into the board of the Western Pacific, a 
new railroad which is to extend the Gould 
system to the Pacific Coast, of men identi- 
fied with the Rockefeller-Gould combina- 
tion, and the renewed reports of the con- 
templated extension to the Pacific of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul—a Rocke- 
feller road through and through. Surveys 
for the latter extension were completed 
several years ago, but the plans were not 
hurried. Instead, the St. Paul was to 
have a traffic exchange with the Union 
Pacific. This was in the days when the 
Rockefeller-Harriman interests were sup- 
posed to be nearly identical, but it has 
been an open secret that the benefit to the 
St. Paul Road of this arrangement has not 
been what was expected. 

The Western Pacific, again, 
pleted, will be a direct rival of the South- 
ern Pacific’s Central Pacific branch. Since 
the election of Gould-Rockefeller repre- 
sentatives to the Board of Directors of that 
road the project ceases as a paper rail- 
road and becomes a threat against the 
monopoly of the Central Pacific, The un- 
friendly purpose of this project toward the 
Harriman lines has become especially ap- 
parent since the election to its board of 
Edwin Hawley, whom the Street supposes 
to be one of the bitterest enemies of Har- 
riman. 

That the Street was beginning to look 
with uneasiness on the situation showed 
itself in the course of prices yesterday. 
While the market as a whole was con- 
tinuously declining, Union Pacific acted 
erratically, to say the least. Its fluctua- 
tions were violent, but it finally closed 
near the highest for the day, at 98%, after 
having at one time sold at 96%, being the 
one prominent exception to the tone of the 
market. Whether there was competitive 
buying or not it was impossible to ascer- 
tain, but it is known that for the heaviest 
purchases the name was given of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., who are generally accepted as 
the immediate representatives of Mr. Har-

DEATHBED IN TRAIN’S PATH. 


Two Ohio Women, Wrapped in Cover- 
let, Lie Down on Track. 


BUCYRUS, Ohio, Sept. 20.—Mary and Liz- 
zie Kehrer, who lived alone on a small 
farmi near here, wrapped themselves in a 
bedspread and lay down on the Ohio Cen- 
tral Railroad track last night. They were 
killed by a passenger train. 

A few years ago Mary, who was fifty- 
eight years old, contracted a disease that 
was pronounced incurable. She brooded 
over her illness, and her melancholy was 
shared by her sister, two years her junior. 
They often discussed suicide with their 
neighbors, and the older sister remained 
steadfast in her determination to kill her- 
self.

FOUR MEN KILLED IN MINE. 


Giant Slab of Rock Fell in Gallery 1,400 
Feet Underground.

DOVER, N. J., Sept. 20.—Four miners 
were killed, three of them instantly, in an 
accident in the Andover mine at Hibernia 
to-day. A seam in the hanging wall was 
responsible for the accident, which occurred 
1,400 feet under ground. 

The dead were Lawrence Bednacht, for- 
ty-four; John Koza, twenty-two; Borchuck 
Garyetz, thirty, and Stephen Debarick, thir- 
ty-three years old. Mike Kasina and John 
Polika were injured. 

The men were placing a compressed air 
drill in position when a slab of rock weigh- 
ing several tons fell on them. Volunteers 
rushed to the scene, but Bednacht, Koza, 
and Garyetz were dead when they were 
reached. Debarick was removed to the 
Memorial Hospital, in Morristown, where 
he died later in the day. : 

Superintendent James Reed, who has been 
employed in the mine for more than thirty 
years, is at a loss to account for the cause 
of the accident, which, he says, is the worst 
that the mine has ever known.

Deputy Sheriffs Seek Man Sued by 
Union Club.

That Controller Edward M. Grout of New 
York would be the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention for Governor was 
already a settled conviction with the crowds 
in the various headquarters and in the 
corridor of the Grand Union Hotel when 
the big leaders went into conference at 
11:30 o’clock in the rooms of ex-Senator 
Edward Murphy. . 

As a last stand to defeat, if possible, the 
nomination of Edward M. Grout, the dele- 
gates opposed to Hill and McCarren sprung 
the candidacy of Mayor George B. McClel- 
lan shortly before midnight and are press- 
ing it before the leaders, The movement 
was brought to a head in the old Goodyear 
headquarters, in the Grand Union, where 
at 11 o’clock a meeting was held which was 


attended by delegates from various sec- 
tions. 

William J. Conners of Buffalo was one of 
the leaders in the movement, and as a 
starter he put in his twelve Erie County 
delegates, In addition to these there were 
representatives present from Niagara, 
Onondaga, Monroe, Dutchess, Putnam, Al- 
legany, Cattaraugus, Chautauqua, On- 
tario, Genesee, Cayuga, and Otsego Coun- 
ties. 

Although the full delegations from these 
counties were not all present, those who 
attended promised a majority of the mem- 
bers in practically every case, and the en- 
tire delegations in many instances. Clinton 
County was not represented, but Thomas 
F. Conway sent word to the meeting that, 
while he was unable to attend, he was in 
sympathy with its object and would prom- 
ise that the three delegates from Clinton 
would abide by the decision reached in the 
meeting. In all, more than fifty delegates 
attended, and none were from Greater New 
York. 


Making McClellan Test. 


Right from the moment the gathering 
came together it was determined to test 
the sentiment for McClellan among the 
other delegations.; A committee was named 
to visit Senator Hill, William F. Sheehan, 
and Charlies F. Murphy to urge that Me- 
Clellan be considered. Martin Cary of the 
law firm of Bissell, Cary & Cooke of Buf- 
falo, was named to head this committee, his 
associates being John Hogan of Syracuse, 
John J. Cummings, and John Dunphy of 
Onondaga, Frank H. Mott of Chatauqua, 
and Daniel McMahon of Cattaraugus. 

Then the meeting took a recess until after 
midnight to give the committee an oppor- 
tunity to carry out the instructions so it 
would be able to report back. While this 
meeting was in progress Murphy was din- 
ing at Saratoga Lake with friends. John 
B. McDonald was the heSt, and at the din- 
ner were ex-Senator John Fox, President of 
the Democratic Club; Thomas F. Conway, 
George Weed, son of Smith M. Weed, and 
Senator Dowling. 

Mr. Murphy had left word that he would 
pe back in his headquarters shortly after 
10 o’clock, but it was nearly an hour later 
before he appeared. Several of his lieuten- 
ants were waiting for him, including Presi- 
dent Frank A. O’Donnel of the Tax Board, 
Congressman W. Bourke Cockran, and T. 
F. Smith. ‘ 

They informed Mr. Murphy immediately 
of what had occurred up stairs, and the 
Tammany leader sent for Chairman Cord 
Meyer of the State Committee. Mr. Meyer 
was waiting in the State Committee Head- 
quarters, which are right next to Mr. Mur- 
phy’s rooms, and he came in at once. He 
and Mr. Murphy were together for a few 
minutes and then Mr. Murphy started for 
the suite of William F. Sheehan on the 
floor above.

Sullivans for Grout. 


Since 5 o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
boom of Judge D. Cady Herrick was dis- 
posed of through a conference held between 
certain influential leaders who were promi- 
nent in the movement to bring about the 
nomination of Judge Parker at St. Louis, 
and as the result of the position taken by 
the Albany County delegation against Judge 
Herrick’'s Gubernatorial aspirations, the 
Grout tide had been steadily rising. It 
reavhed the flood when the Sullivans, * Big 
Tim” and “ Little Tim,’’ openly espoused 
the Grout cause, “ Little Tim” walking up 
to the McCarren headquarters and having 
a Grout bacge pinned on him. 

Emboldened by the stand taken by the 
Sullivans, other Tammany leaders began 
to voice the opinion that Grout was the 
strongest man that could be put up, there- 
by giving color to the assertion made by 
McCarren yesterday that in op- 
posing the candidacy of Mr, Grout, Mr. 
Murphy was going contrary to the senti- 
ment of his organization. 

Despite the great interest which was

SHEPARD HAS NO SPONSOR. 


Fatal Weakness in His Candidacy— 
Tammany, Though, May Vote for Him. 
Special to The New York Times. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Changes in 
the situation to-day were so kaleidoscopic 
in character that the politicians in the cor- 
ridors of the hotels found difficulty in 
keeping up with them. Early in the day 
all the talk was to the effect that New 
Yerk City candidutes had all been elimi- 
nated. 
The Tammany leaders felt certain that 
they had headed off the Grout boom, and 
they acknowledged that there was little 
chénce for Shepard, because, as they said, 
if Tammany were allowed to bowl over Mr. 
Grout, McCarren would claim the same 
privilege so far as Mr. Shepard was con- 
cerned, and it could not be reasonably de- 

nied him. 

Whatever chance of the nomination Mr. 
Shepard may have had was considered to 
have disappeared after a conference which 
the friends of Mr. Shepard had with Mr 
Hill this morning. Among the Shepard 
boomers who went to call on Mr. Hill to 
urge Mr. Shepard's claims were George 
Foster Peabody, Frederick W. Hinrichs, A. 
Augustus Healy, and Mayor Osborne of Au- 
burn. When they had stated why they 
thovght Mr. Shepard ought to be nomi- 
rated, Mr. Hill told them of the objec- 
tiens which he had heard urged by up- 
State delegates against Mr. Shepard's 
availability. 

What followed is thus related by one of 
the friends of Mr. Shepard, who took part 
in the conference: 

“Mr. Hill said that the principal argu- 
ment against Mr. Shepard's candidacy was 
that he had found no delegation which 
would stand sponsor for it. He asked what 
kind of policy we thought it would be for

Shepard later made a call at oe hy 
headquarters and told ge | . 
that they could deliver e' e votes 
from up State delegates for Mr. Shepard 
provided Tammany would present his neme, 

According to Mr. Osborne, the reply of 
the Tammany leader was that if the Cayug 
delegation would present Mr. Shepard's 
name, Tammany would vote for him. 

For two hours before the opening of the 
convention at noon nearly all the talk heard 
around the various headquarters was to the 
effect that the nomination lay between 
Judge D. Cady Herrick of Albany and 
George M. Palmer of Schoharie, 

After the session of the convention there 
was a new twist in the situation. Charles 
F. Murphy, the Tammany leader, declared 
in favor of the nomination of William B. 
Hornblower, the demporery Chairman of 
the convention. When r. Hornblower 
started for the convention hall he was so 
apprehensive that his speech would not be 
especially well received by the convention 
that he asked Mrs. Hornblower, who is 
here with her two sons, not to attend the 
session, 

She did remain away, to her sorrow. Mr. 
Hornblower probably never made a speech 
in ins life which aroused more enthusiasm 
than that which he delivered to-day. It 
brought him compliments from all sides 
and led Mr, Murphy to come out for him 
as a man whom Tammany would heartily 
support for the Gubernatorial nomination. 


Hornblower Out of It. 


Although the general commendation of 
Mr. Hornblower's convention effort was en- 
tirely sincere, his boom was aptly described 
ry one of Mr. Hill's friends as ‘“‘of the 
parachute order—highest at the start.’’ For 
an hour after Mr. Murphy launched the 
boom there was a lot of talk about it, and 
many nice things were said about Mr. 
Hornblower, Then the boom collapsed by 
general consent. Mr. Hornblower’s record 
of opposition to Mr. Bryan in 1896 and 1900 
was generally regarded as barring him 
from the list of availables. 

No sooner had the Hornblower boom been 
effectually disposed of than the tip went 
eround the Grand Union that it had been 
practically decided by the leaders that the 
nomination was to go to Judge Herrick. 


The Herrick boom grew steadily until 4° 


o'clock. Then some of the.leaders who 
could not see in Judge Herrick that type 
of man desired for the present emergency 
concluded they would have to do something 
to put a stop to the Herrick talk. 

Judge Herrick’s chances appeared to be 
irretrievably lost after a meeting of the 
Albany County delegation. The meeting 
of the delegation was called to select a 
Chairman and name the choice of the dele- 
gation for membership on the committees. 
David B. Hill was chosen Chairman. There 
was no discussion of Judge Herrick’s boom 
for Governor at the meeting of the delega- 
tion, but no sooner had the delegation ad- 
journed than State Committeeman McCabe, 
the Albany leader, and Eugene Wood went 
to the rooms of David B. Hill. 


Herrick, Too, Eliminated. 


When they came out Mr. McCabe told 
some of the newspaper men who questioned 
him about the attitude of the Albany dele- 
gation on the candidacy of Judge Herrick 


for Governor that Judge Herrick could not 
get more than two votes out of the delega- 
tion to support him for that honor. 

Wwe re for Judge Herrick for Chief Judge 
of the Court of Appeals,’’ said Mr. McCabe. 

As McCabe and W went down the 
stairs leading into the’rotunda they met 
Senator McCarren. 

“It’s Grout,”” said Wood. McCarren and 
Wood held a few moments’ earnest conver- 
Sation, and then, after Senator McCarren 
had spoken a few words to one of the Grout 
boomers, the latter broke open a box of 
Grout badges and began to distribute them 
around, 

The news was soon passed along to all of 
the Grout men, and in a very short while 
the enthusiasm for the Controller was run- 
ning high, and his admirers were boasting 
that the fight was all over and that Grout 
certainly would be the nominee. 

- It's a cinch for Grout,” said Senator 
McCarren when he was questioned about 8 
o'clock in the corridor of the Grand. Union 
while he was surrounded by a group of up- 
State men, who were congratulating him, 
and to whom he was expa iating on the 
£00d qualities of Mr, Grout as a can@idate. 

“There never has been a chance of nam- 
ing any other candidate but Grout,” con- 
tinued the Brooklyn leader. “ I’ made up 
my mind that was so some time ago, and 
that is why I came out for him as strong 
as I did. Eliminate Grout from the situa- 
tion, and who else is there to nominate? 
Grout is a man of Presidential size. He 
will make one of the greatest campaigns 
this State has ever seen, and he will win.” 


Stapleton to Nominate Grout. " 


It has been agreed that Luke D. Staple- 
ton is to make the nominating speech for 
Mr. Grout in the convention. 

Notwithstanding the -eonfidence of the 
Grout boomers that their man was cer- 


tain to be nominated, Tammany ieaders 
were still talking Palmer to-night. Senator 
Thomas F. Grady stated the argument for 
Palmer's nomination in this way: 

“Palmer would be a logical candidate. 
He comes from the only Democratic coun- 
ty up State. He has been the leader of the 
Assembly, and no man could make a more 
forcible presentation of State issues than 
he could, There is not one man in the whole 
tentative list that would work better with 
a country audience. It is the meetings 
which are held in the towns in the after- 
noons that pete Palmer could hojd that 
kind of a meeting better than the best 
ag have.’ 

Mr. confessed himself as high} rati- 
fied that Mr. Hornblower's speech had yay 
a hit. But when the suggestion was made 
to bim that Mr. Hornblower ought to be 
nominated because of his speech, he re- 
marked with a smile, ‘‘ Wait until you hear 
the professor before making up your mind.” 

Mr. Hill referred to Prof. Duncan Camp- 
bell Lee, who is to be the Permanent Chair- 
man of the convention. Prof. Lee was a 
leading candidate for the second place on 
the ticket and it was pretty generally 
agreed that he would be the man most 
likely to get the honor if it went up State. 
His selection for Permanent Chairman is 
one of the straws which is thought by the 
politicians to point strongly to the intention 
of Mr. Hill to select an up-State man for 
the first place on the ticket and let the 
Lieutenant Governorship go to New York 
City. Prof. Lee is said to be capable of a 
good speech. He is a young man and is 
expected to put considerable fire into his 
address. 


Cockran and Dowling See Hill. 


It was shortly after the convention had 
adjourned that Bourke Cockran and Sena- 
tor Victor J. Dowling walked up to Mr. 
Hill’s headquarters on the second floor of 
the Grand Union and were ushered into an 


inner room, where they remained in confer- 
ence with Mr. Hill for over half an hour. 

This was the first call which Mr. Hill 
had had from any Tammany representa- 
tives, and wher the news spread that 
Messrs. Cockran and Dowling were cioseted 
with the up-State leader there was the ex- 
pectation of an important aevelopment in 
the situation. The departure of the emis- 
saries of Tammany from Mr. Hill's quarters 
was awaited with anxious interest by a 
crowd of politicians. 

Neither Senator Dowling nor Mr. Cock- 
Tan wes dis to be communicative as 
to what had transpired between them and 
Mr. Hill. It was evident, however, that 
something had cccurred which interested 
them mightily, for they backed off into a 
corner of the corridor and held an ani- 
mated confab for a moment. Then Mr. 
Cockran suggested that they go to the 
hotel restaurant for lunch and continue 
their conversation. As they started down 
the stairs they were asked what had been 
the purpose of their call on Mr. Hill. 

“We desired to talk over some things 
that Tammany wanted to have in the plat- 
form,”’ said Senator Dowling. 

“Did you suggest to Mr. Hill the ad- 
visability of taking up Mr. Hornblower as 
a candidate for Governor?” was asked. 

"We did,” responded Mr. Cockran. 

* How did the suggestion seem to impress 
him?”’ 

“I think it impressed him more than 
anything he has heard to-day,’’ Mr. Cock- 
ran replied with a grin. 

“Was the fact that Mr. Hornblower had 
opposed Bryan brought up?”

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CONVENTION FORMALLY OPENED. 


Murphy Declines to Act with McCar- 
ren on Escort Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Seldom has 
a convention listened with closer attention 
to the speech of a presiding officer, or with 
more approval, than was shown at the 
opening session of the Democratic State 
Convention to-day, while William B. Horn- 
blower was delivering his address as tem- 
porary Chairman. Again and again was 
the speech cheered as Mr. Hornblower made 
telling points against the campaign argu- 
ments and issues of the Republicans, while 
at the close only the most favorable coim- 
ments were to be heard on every side. 

As is usual in such cases, the session to- 
day was late in getting started. Although 
called for 12 o'clock, the convention hall 
was not haif filled at that hour, and none 
of the leaders of the party in the State had 


arrived. There was a band enlivening those 
who were waiting, and it was kept busy 
most of the time. From 11:30 o'clock the 
crowd began to pile into the big hall, and 
at 12:10 o'clock, when Senator McCarren 
came into the hall to take his seat at the 
head of the Kings County delegation, the 
Place was more than half filled. 

Senator McCarren was cheered and ap- 
lauded as he went to his seat, the Kings 
Younty contingent taking the initiative, 
while the band struck up “ The Battle Cry 
of Freedom,” to the amusement of those 
familiar with the situation in New York 
and McCarren’s attitude for the autonomy 
of Brooklyn. During the next few minutes 
ex-Senator Edward Murphy of Troy, Will- 
fam F. Sheehan of New York, and George 
Foster Peabody of Warren came in, and 
each was Sonercysly applauded. Congress- 
man “Big Tim” Sullivan received many 
a had when he entered, as did many of 
ae, Sanees from various sections of the 
tate. 


Ovation for Tammany Leader. 


The most gen2rous applause of the day, 
however, came when Charles F. Murphy 
entered and took his seat with the New 
York contingent. Mr. Murphy, who came 
in at 12:15 o’clock, was accompanied by 
Congressman W. Bourke Cockran, Senator 


Victor J. Dowling,* Congressman William 
Sulzer, and Charles V. Fornes. All the 
Tammany men cheered and applauded vig- 
orously, and the band joined in the demon- 
stration 

By this time everybody in the Convention 
Hall was on the lookout for the figure of 
ex-Senator David B. Hill, who undoubtedly 
would have been cheered to the echo, but 
the veteran convention master did not at- 
tend the session at all, remaining at his 
suite in the Grand Union Hotel while the 
proceedings were going on, 

By the time State Chairman Meyer called 
the convention to order at 12:21 o'clock the 
hall was about three-quarters full, and it 
did not fill completely during any of the 
later stages of the proceedings. Smoking 
was going on quite ponecenty, entirely un- 
reproved by the Chairman, aithough it gen- 
erally is the rule to forbid smoking in a 
convention. 

“Looks. as though you could smoke all 
you want in a mocratic Convention,”’ 
remarked a Tammany delegate, looking 
around. “ Yes,”’ replied a ings County 
man; “‘you can smoke anything but the 
pipe of peace.”’ 

hen Chairman Meyer called the conven- 
tion to order he promptly presented the 
name of Mr. Hornblower for Temporary 
Chairman, as the selection of the State 
Committee, there being no clergyman intra- 
duced to offer prayer, as is usual in such 
cases. Theré was a camera brigade on 
hand on the platform, however, and during 
fully half of the time given over to the pro- 
ceedings of the day flashes went off every 
few minutes, punctuating the remarks of

After the convention had ratified the se- 
lection of Mr. Hornblower, there was an 
incident, in which Charles F. Murphy fig- 
ured, that caused getieral astqnishment and 
much later comment on the part of every- 
body connected with the convention. Mr. 
Meyer, in announcing the usual formal 
committee to escort the presiding officer to 


the chair, named Charles F. Murphy, Sen- 
ator Patrick H. McCarren, Samuel A. 
Beardsley, and Francis Burton Harrison. 

There was some surprise shown at the 
placing of Murphy and McCarren on the 
committee, but it was as nothing comparc4 
to the astonishment that spread over the 
faces of the delegates when it was seen 
that the Tammany Hall leader refused to 
budge ar inch from his seat to escort Mr. 
Hornblower. The latter arose from his 
seat and was met promptly by Senator Mc- 
Carren and Congressman Harrison. Mr. 
Beardsley was absent from the hall. 

Murphy continued to sit still, meanwhile 
glaring at everybody and at McCarren in 
articular. Congressman Cockran and 

orough President Ahearn, who sat by the 
Tammany leader, hurriedly leaned over and 
urged him to take his place by the side 
of Mr. Hornblower, but Murphy stubbornly 
refused to move. Although he had been 
made the Chairman of the formal commit- 
tee, he refused to act, and Mr. Hornblower 
went to the platform with McCarren on 
one side and Congressman Harrison on 
the other, cheers greeting all three, while 
only curious and contemptuous looks were 
directed toward Murphy's seat. 

From the very beginning of Mr. Horn- 
blower’s speech his words were received 
with marked favor by all, the first ap- 
plause and cheers being when he deciared 
that he did not appear as presiding officer 
on behalf of any faction or organization, 
but as the representative of the great 
body of independent voters. 


Hornblower’s Points Cheered. 


This applause was redcubled when the 
Chairman asserted that the convention 
should do absolutely nothing except thut 
would be in aid of the National ticket, but 
the greatest applause of the day up to 
that time came when Mr. Hornblower, in 


the course of his arguments, mefttioned the 
name of President Cleveland. 

The cheering grew in volume as it con- 
tinued, and practically all the delegates 
and others in the audience came to their 
feet and waved their hats to spur on the 
cheering. Later, when the speaker re- 
ferred to ihe Republican postal frauds, 
some one in the back of the hall blew a 
police whistle, which also joined in some of 
the demonstrations which followed. 

Of all the demonstrations during Mr. 
Hornblower’s speech, however, there was 
nothing to equal that which followed his 
statement that while the Republicans were 
urging Roosevelt on a platform of “* doing 
things,” the Democrats could well urge 
Parker on a ee that he “ would not 
do things which the Constitution and the 

rinciples of a free Government would pro- 
ribit."” 

At this declaration hats were swung in the 
air, the audience rose to its feet, and the 
cheering and applause was loud and con- 
tinued, the band striking up “ Rally "Round 
the Flag,’ while the cheers were re ted 
again and again. Both Senator McCarren 
and Mr. Murphy, who sat almost directly 
across the aisle from one another, jumped 
up and urged on the cheering. 

Mr. Hornblower’s attacks on Gov. Odell 
for serving as Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee while still Executive of the State 
also were roundly cheered, while at the 
mention of the name of Judge Parker, in 
closing, there was a further emonstration, 
the band playing “ The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” meanwhile. Mr. Hornblower’s speech 
was concluded at 1:15 o'clock, something 
less than fifty minutes being required in its 
delivery.

NOT PRESSING KEOGH. 


Westchester Delegates Merely Suggest- 
ed His Name for Consideration.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Friends of 
Judge Keogh in the Westchester delega- 
tion, which is led by John G. Agar, are 
not pressing the candidacy of Judge Keogh 
for Governor. While they all think well 
of the Judge and would do everything for 
his nomination if it should be seen that 
there was a chance to bring it about, they 
have merely placed his name before the 
leaders for consideration, and would be 
pleased if it were taken up.

Ridder of New York will be named in to- 
morrow’s session of the convention to head 
the Parker and Davis electoral ticket.

Every 
few minutes messengers were to be seen 
climbing the hill from the telegraph office 
to the Judge’s house. 

The operator who handles Judge Parker's

KINGS AND ERIE IN CAUCUS. 


Shevlin Against Unit Rule—Erie Dele- 
gation Splits.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 20.—The dele- 
gations of Kings County and Erie both 
held ‘caucuses to-day.

ROOSEVELT SENTIMENT ABROAD 


Leopold Wallach Found Americans 
There Desirous of His Election. 


Leopold Wallach, the New York lawyer, 
returned yesterday from a four months’ 
tour of Europe on which he says that he 
found practically all American residents 
abroad hoping for the election of Roosevelt. 
Their opinion, he says, is that should Par- 
ker succeed, the agitation to reduce the 
tariff which would follow would completely 
upset trade interests abroad. On the other 
hand, he says, the people do not believe 
that Roosevelt is as dangerous and fa- 
natical as he is pictured. 

Mr. Wallach said that he noted abroad 
the great number of Americans of moderate 


means who were touring. ‘“ These people,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘are not the kind that go to the 
finest hotels or travel on the fastest steam- 
ships, but are people who are satisfied with 
the good time they can have for two months 
on $500, I have been across nineteen times, 
and I do not remember ever before having 
met se many people of this class as are 
traveling now.’

Party of prosperity, and asserts with an 
amazing audacity of assurance that Re- 
Publican Administrations, with high pro- 
tective tariffs, have always been accom- 
panied by prosperity, while, on the other 
hand, Democratic Administrations have 
been uniformly accompanied by adversity. 

“It is, of course, essential to this propo- 
sition, that we should shut our eyes to the 

’ sixty years petween 1801 and 1861, during 
which this country, with two brief excep- 
tions, was under Democratic rule, and dur- 
ing which prosperity and low tariffs went 
hand in hand. If the excuse for disregard- 
ing this period be that it is ancient his-

“ Business is active in steamers with 
coal, oil, and stores for Russian account.

Underwriters are skeptical as to the 
weather permitting steamers which have 
still to sail from Europe to reach Vladi- 
vostok. 

“It would appear that the stores con- 
sist largely of conditional contraband, 
probably intended for the civil popula- 
tion. It has been known for months that 
unless large quantities of oil are got out 
many of the Eastern Siberian towns will 
be in darkness during the Winter.” 


CZAR’S CONCESSIONS TO JEWS. 


Russian Legal Journal Thinks New 
Privileges Amount to Little.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The Times’s Rus- 
sian correspondents say.the Russian le- 
gal journal Pravo subjects to very severe 
criticism the recent modifications of the 
legislation relating to the Jews. 

The most important paragraph pro- 
vides that Jewish soldiers fighting in the 
Far East have equal rights with thdse 
retired privates who have entered the 
service under the recruiting law, the only 
difference being that the Jatter, upon re- 
tirement, have the right to live freely in 
any part of the empire, while the former 
can only secure this right by distinguish- 
ing themselves in battle or giving proof 
of irreproachable conduct during the 
course of the war. 

Even this privilege is rendered doubt- 
ful by reason ‘of the latitude given to 
personal caprice in the estimate of the 
soldier’s conduct. 

The Pravo welcomes the paragraph, 


however, as a sign that the behavior-of 
the Jewish soldiers has to some extent 
modified the hostility toward the Jews 
prevailing in the capital. 

The other paragraphs the Pravo con- 
siders of slight importance. lit ascribes 
all the concessions to the desire to se- 
cure during the war the greatest possible 
measure of internal peace.

Terrible Task for Japanese. 


The Japanese have learned wholesome re- 
spect for the resisting power of the fort- 
ress, according to every Japanese who has 
recently arrived here from Dalny. They 
realize that if they succeed in pturing 
Rih-Lung Mountain or other forts this will 
be only one step, although an important 
one, toward the capture of Port Arthur, 
The Russia who had been observing the 
new tactics of the Japanese, did not expect 
another attack before the first week in 
October. The Japanese are endeavoring to 
proceed slowly but surely. 

During the fighting in August the attempt 
to capture Kik-wan Mountain cost the 
Japanese an entire regiment. This state- 
ment has been absolutely confirmed, and 
indicates the monumental proportions of the 
task which the Japanese have set them- 
selves in attempting to capture the fortress, 
which is.composed of many forts equally 
strong. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Sept. 21. 
—Lieut. Gen. Stoessel, commanding the 
Russian military forces at Port Arthur, re- 
ports by telegraph, under date of Sept. 16, 
as follows: 

“The enemy continues daily to bombard * 
the fdrts and batteries inside the fortress, 
but still without showing any great activ- 
ity. ; 

“The wounded are recoveting’ and eager- 
ly resume their places in the ranks. They 
are heroes. 

“The troops are in excellent spirits. 

“At about 8 this morning at least one 
Japanese battalion attacked the redoubt 
protecting the waterworks. The garrison 
of the redoubt repulsed the attack, but the 
enemy received reinforcements and rene 
the attack after half an hour. The garri- 
sen again repulsed them with rifles and 
machine guns, supported by artillery. The 
Japanese sustained great losses, and did 
not again attempt to take the offensive. 

“ Sub-Lieut. Phillipoff chiefly distnguished 
himself, showing the greatest bravery.’ 

The last attack mentioned by Gen. Stoes- 
sel was directed against Redoubt No. 8, 
which protects the water supply of the city. 
The redoubt is about two miles beyond the 
line of permanent’ forts, and the attack upon 
it shows that the Japanese were not then 
within striking distance of the main for- 
tress.

‘MARTHA LAIMBEER’ IDENTIFIED 


Young Woman Was Margaret Lynch— 
Suicide, Priest Says. 


The mystery surrounding the identity of 
the young woman who was found dead in 
Greenfield Cemetery, near Freeport, L. L, 
on April 2, and buried there a few days 
later as ‘‘Martha Laimbeer” was cleared 
yesterday, when it was established that she 
was Miss Margaret Lynch, daughter of Ed- 
ward N. Lynch, a Brooklyn contractor. 

The Rev. Father Burns of the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. John the Baptist, 
who is an intimate4eend of the Lynch fam- 
ily, confirmed the identification and said 
that witl members of the Lynch family he 
shared the belief that the young woman 
committed suicide. He added that he had 
in his possession a letter written by Mar- 
garet Lynch to her mother in which she 
threatened to gake her own life, this letter 
having been received the day before the 
body was discovered. 

After the girl’s death, according to Father 
Burns, he went out to Mineola, accompa- 
nied by a member of the Lynch family. 
He saw the body at the Morgue and posi- 
tively identified it as that of Margaret 
Lynch, but did not make the fact known 
even to the local authorities, because they 
feared the painful publicity that would fol- 
low. It was the next day that Dr. J. H. B. 
Denton, the Coroner’s physician in the 
case, received an anonymous letter contain- 
ing the one-hundred-dollar check which 
saved the girl from a pauper’s grave, and 
‘the request that she be buried. 

The dénouement, Father Burns said,’ was 
made at this time only in order to put an 
end to the talk of murder. The priest said 
that a week ago he went to District Attor- 


ney. Niqgpan, showed him the letter, and 
told him#the facts in his possession in or- 

r to stop the authorities from working on 
ahy false theories. In spite of the revela- 
tipn made by the priest, the Nassau County 

secutor said yesterday that he still was 
of\the opinion that the woman found in the 
cemetery. had not killed herself, and. that 
he was not altegether satisfied the dead 
girl was Margaret Lynch. 

‘“‘There is absolutely no question,” said 
Father Burns, “that the rl who was 
found dead im Greenfield Cemete was 
Margaret Lynch, the daughter of Edward 
V. Lynch of 344 Vernon Avenue. There is 
likewise no question in my mi or in the 
minds of her mother and sisférs that she 
took her own life. 

‘A little more than two years ‘o she 
became engaged to be married to Oswald 
Maune, Jr., the son of Oswald Maune, of 
260 Vernon Avenue. Mr. Maune is the 
proprietor of a printing establishment in 
Manhattan. Both the Maunes and the 
Lynches are my re ie mage oe 

The priest recalled that shortly after the 
engagement the young man’s mind began 
to give way, and that after it was found 
necessary to’send him to an institution, 


1 where he is still confined, hopelessly in- 
1 sane. 


It was said at the time that the 
young man had learned many things re- 

arding his fiancée, and that what he had 
earned had preyed upon his mind. Miss 
Lynch, however, continued to be a welcome 
visitor in the home of the young man’s 
parents, and finally went to live with them 
as their niece at the Woodcliff Inn in Free- 
port. 

It was after a conference between the 
elder Maune and Mrs. Lynch, at which 
Father Burns was present, that it was de- 
cided to keep the identity of the girl both 
from her father and the authorities, and it

EAST SIDE’S LESSON 
TO BE CLEAN STREETS 


Educational Movement Started 
Throughout the District. 


TO TEACH IT EVERYWHERE 


The Teachers and Rabbis to Urge Clean 
Thoroughfares —- Commissioner 
Woodbury Approves Heartily. 


The announcement was made last night 
at the University Settlement Building on 
Eldridge Street that a movement was to 
be started throughout the lower east side 
to educate the people up to the point of 
keeping their streets clean. It was said 
that all of the rabbis on the east side would 
be asked to address their congregations on 
the subject, while at the same time the 
Principals and teachers in the public schools 
would proceed along the same lines by deliv- 
ering short talks on the hygienic benefits 
of having clean streets, and by appealing 
to the pupils in their schools to teach their 
parents how to keep the streets free from 
dirt. 

The announcement was made after a com- 
mittee representing the people who Poe as- 
sembled in mass meeting last Wednesday 
had called upon Stfeet Cleaning Commis- 
sioner Woodbury to present their griev- 
ances, The committee consists of David 
Blaustein, representing the Educational Al- 
liance, of which he is Superintendent; 
Samuel Goldberg, representing the Legal 
Aid Society, and Carrington Phelps and L. 
Lande, representing the University Set- 
tlement. 

After having held a long consultation 
with the Street Cleaning Commissioner, Mr. 
Lande and Mr. Phelps met the reporters. 
Mr. Lande said that he had told Mr. Wood- 
bury that the streets of the east side were 
in a filthy condition. The Commissioner 
replied that it was not the fault of the 
Street Cleaning Department, but of the 
pergeewne reside on the lower east side. 

“But Commissioner Woodbury admitted 
to us that the streets over here had not 
been flushed with water since Aug. 1,” 
said Mr. Lande. “He explained this by 
saying that the hose used by the depart- 
ment had given out and that it was almost 
useless. e said that as soon as he secured 
new hose the streets over here would be 
flushed. In explaining his reason for not 
having new hose, he said that he had ad- 
vertised for bids for the hose, but the hose 
burst when it was tried, so it was aban- 
doned. He said he expected to get some 
new hose in about two weeks. He ad- 
mitted that he had only three gangs of men 
at work cleaning the streets over here, 
but hé said that as soon as he got new 
hose more men would be put to work 
here and the streets be cleaned up as they 
have never been cleaned before. 

“He added that the people of the east 
side were responsible for the dirty condition 
vf their streets, as they were in the habit of 
oe them with rt from their win- 

ows.”’ 

** Well,” added Mf. Phelps, “‘ I guess there 
is a heap of truth in that, for our Assistant 
Secretary, Mr. Brubacher, came nearly be- 
ing knocked down the other night by a big 
tin wash boiler hurled from a window of a 
tenement over here. He narrowly escaped 
by dodging when the wash boiler came his 


way."’ 

The Citizens’ Committee will wait for a

CRANK AT OYSTER BAY HELD. 


Wanted President to Help Publish 
Book on Heaven. 


OYSTER BAY, Sept. 20.—A man who is 
regarded by the Secret Service officers and 
by the authorities of Oyster Bay as a dan- 
gerous crank was arrested here shortly 
before noon to-day. -He says he is J. E. 
Reeves. He is a roughly attired man, about 
forty years of age.

“STOKES NAMED FOR GOVERNOR 


He Appears in Convention, Accepts 
Nomination, and Indorses Platform 
—Hudson Men Not Satisfied. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 20.—In an enthu- 
siustic, State Convention the Republicans 
“of New Jersey to-day nominated ex- 
State Senator Edward C. Stokes of 
Cumberland County for Governor ‘by 
acclamation. Senator Stokes, who had 
ill, appeared in the econven- 
tion and aecepted the nomination in a 
Speech that wus vigorously cheered, 

The Hudson delegates had made it clear 
that they were not fully satisfied with the 
platform as it had been drawn, but they 
contented themselves with™stating their 
position before the Committee on Resoly- 
tions. This they did without avail. The 
platform adopted provides for the taxa- 
tion of second-class railroad property at 
local rates. This would add about $400,000 
to the $1,500,000 of taxes paid annually by 
the raiJroads in this State. Of the $400,000 
increase Jersey City alone would receive 
about $275,000. This is due to the fact that 
so much second-class railroad property is 
located in that city. Second-class railroad 
property is property used for railroad pur- 
poses that is outside of the main line or 
“main stem,” as it is described in the law. 

The platform indorses the National and 
State Administrations. It points to the 
primary election law, the factory inspec- 
tion law, the creation of a tenement house 
Commission, and the securing of interest 
on State deposits in banks as among the 
‘achievements of Gov. Murphy's administra- 
tion. It denies the Democratic charges of 
extravagance. While admitting increased 
expenditures, it says that these have been 
necercary and beneficial. The bulk of the 
platform is devoted to the subject of equal 
taxation. 

It defines the present law, and says that 
the party believes that the time has come 

~Wwhen there should be a modification of 
the present law for the taxation of railroads 
by providing that second-class railroad 
property shall be taxed at full local rates, 

The question of taxation of franchises 
and the main stem of railroads is so far 
reaching, the platform declares, in its ef- 
fect upon State revenues that any legis- 
lation on this subject should be deferred 
until the report of the commission which 
is now investigating the subject. 

Upon the presentation of this report the 
platform pledges the party to a fearless 
and thorough consideration of the subject, 
to the effect that any lack of uniformity or 
irregularities now existing may be teme- 
died. 

The equal-taxation moyement, Mr. Stokes 
declared in his speech, was not of Demo- 
cratic initiation. On the contrary, he said, 
it sprang from the brains “of the gentle- 
men who are sitting in this convention and 


ame share in our counsels.” Continuing he 
said: 

“ The general railroad tax law of 1884 was 
hailed as a great advancement in railroad 
taxation. Prosperity has multiplied the 
avenues of commerce, ani in some of our 
cities property that woeuld otherwise be 
listed in the local tax ratables has been 
necessarily absorbed by the great lines of 
transportation and municipal revenves have 
been accordingly reduced. We. say this 
property should be taxed at equal rates for 
i 1 lines, and that all inequalities should 

. remedied for the benefit of municipal 
treasuries und with justice to all concerned. 
I,pledge myself to that end.” ’

The convention then adjourned.

Comfort, Richmond, 


TO OUR CUBAN TRADE 


European Imports Are Increasing 
Much Faster. 


ONLY A THREE PER CENT. GAIN 


Minister Squiers, However, Expects to 
See American Goods Admitted 
on a Better Basis. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—In a report to 
the State Department Minister Herbert G. 
Squiers gives the footings of thé imports 
of Cuba for the first quarter of the present 
fiscal year. The showing is most discour- 
aging to those who look to see the trade 
between the United States and the island 
increase as a regult of the existing reci- 
Frocity arrangement between the two Gov- 
ernments. 

While our trade is still the largest as com- 
pa with that of Great Britain, Germany, 
France, and Spain, there has been but a 
normal increase since last year. For the 
same period in 1903 imports from this coun- 
try were $7,057,000, and for this. year 
$7,347,000, an increase of $290,000. But in 
the same time Cuba bought of Great Britain 
$735,000 more goods, of Spain $558,000 more, 
and of Germany $290,000 more. 

“American merchants and manufactur- 
ers,’’ says Mr. Squiers, *‘ will find but little 
satisfaction in these figures. The imports 
into Cuba from the United States show an 
increase of but 3 per cent., while those 
from England, Germany, Spain, and France 
increased 20, 21, 16, and 8 per cent., respect- 
ively, and I am unofficially informed that 
the Cuban exports to the United States 
rave very largely increased. = 


“I never fail to impress upon the Presi- 
dent and the Cuban merchants and planters. 
with whom I come into contact,” adds the 
Minister, “‘ the danger to reciprocity in the 
present uneven trade between the two 
countries, and that American merchants 
and manufacturers will not long support an 
arrangement which largely increases the 
market for Cuban productions and by com- 
parison, at least, decreases the sale of our 
own. The situation is pretty well under- 
stood, and it will not be difficult to obtain 
from the Cuban Government a proposition 
for thé admission of goods of American 
origin on a more favorable basis.”’ 


HAVANA, Sept. 20.—Mr. Squiers had an 
interview to-day with President Palma re- 
garding the proposal to put sugar-grinding 
and other machinery on the free list. As a 
result of the conference it is probable that 
the bill will be amended so as to protect 
the United States in her rights under the 
reciprocity treaty. President Palma gave 
Mr. Squiers assurances that he Would not 
approve of any legislation inimical to the 
treaty.

Waterbury Boys Defeat Foxhall 
” Keene’s Fast Team. 


CROWD SEES SPIRITED PLAY 


New Yorkers Triumph Over Bostonians 
by 144 Goals—Cowdin and Milburn 
Thrown, but Not Injured. 


_—_—/ 

Championship polo drew an unusual 
crowd to Van Cortlandt Park yesterday. It 
was an unusual] game, being the first time 
in this country that an’ open championship 
ccmpetition has been arranged by the Poio 
Association. Then, again, it was an un- 
usual aggregation of players, combining on 
the winning team, known officially as the 
\y anderers, C. R. Snowden,' J. E. Cowdin, 
Lawrence Waterbury, and J. M. Waterbury, 
Jr. This team won the handsome challenge 
cup, scoring 4% goals to 3 for the four 
known as the Freebooters, made up of 
Devereux Milburn, Foxhall Keene, R. L. 
Agassiz, and Joshua Crane, Jr. As all of 
the winners except Snowden were New 
Y¥crkers, while Keene was the only mem- 
ber of the opposing team not identified with 
a Boston club, the game also resolved itself 
into an inter-city championship, and the 
New Yorkers found delight in wildly crow- 
ing over the Boston delegation after the 
match: 

The crowd also was‘unusual, for while tn 
numbers it perhaps did not exceed 6,000 to 
7,000, in its representation of the fashion and 
club life of the city, it was the most brill- 
jant gathering ever seen at any public 
function at Van Cortlandt, not even ex- 
cepting the casual assemblies of the Colo- 
nial Dames in tho ancient Van Cortlandt 
manor house. . 

The grand stand, with a few reserved 
seats and the others open to’ the public, 
was on the. west side of the field, and 
this, as well as the bank bordering that 
side of the field, was packed with people. 
On the eastern side of the field the of- 
ficials of the Polo Association kept tally 
of the game, while the automobiles, 
coaches, and traps that brought scores of 
Rockaway, Westchester Country, Meadow 
Brook and other club members were lined 
up in a long and imposing array. The 
centre of the field was the dividing line 
between automobiles and horse-drawn ve- 
hicles. Mr. and Mrs. Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt occupied seats on W. Goadby Loew’s 
coach, Mrs. George Gould was with a 
coaching party including H. L. Herbert, 
Chairman of the Polo Association, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Benjamin Nicol had another 
uadron A had a coach in 
line, and. two big Fifth Avenue ‘buses 
brought up large polo delegations. There 
was much visiting among the traps be- 
tween periods, and one almost forgot that 
he Was in ‘a public park, and not at a 
social and sporting event of some big coun- 
try club. ; 

The game was fast, spirited, well con- 
tested, and brilliant. It resembled the old- 
time matches of which the veterans of the 


Meadow Brook and Rockaway Clubs are 
ever fond of talking over. Foxhall Keene, 
rated for years as the best player in Amer- 
ica, has not been seen in a tournament 
game in America for three years. It was @ 
treat to see him once more in the saddle, 
astrideS of the black mare Texiana, ac- 
knowledged to be the fastest polo pony in 
the world. She came dangerously near be- 
ing lamed in the third period. It came soon 
after Keene had made a difficult goal from 
an angle in the quarter field, In_a scram- 
ble for the ball near the boards, Keene hit 
the sphere, but in doing so his pony ‘slipped 
and struck its ankle heavily on the edge of 
the board. ‘Time was called, but after a 
few limps the pany cantered off as sound as 
a dollar and before the period closed Keene 
made another goal. 

The Wanderers wore red shirts, while the 
Freebooters wore white. All wore the reg- 
ulation polo cap, and Keene attracted com- 
ment by carrying a small whip with him. 
Keene was fully up to his traditional high- 
class form. 

Agassiz and Crane brought on their best 
mounts from Boston, Agassiz riding his 
celebrated Pink-Un, a winner o 
horse show prizes. Milburn ha 
speedy ponies of all, but his work was 
marked by a thoroughness that stamps him 
as a royal polo player. He is a recent 
Oxford graduate, and while there rowed on 
the Oxford crew and was a prominent 
member of the Oxford polo team. It was to 
his father’s home in Buffalo that the late 
President McKinley was carried after be- 
ing shot at the Pan-American Fair, and 
where he\died. 

Oliver W. Bird of the Meadow Brook 
Club was referee. He threw the ball in 
soon after 3:30 o'clock, and the game start- 
ed off at a.fast clip. Back and forth 
went the b now dangerously near one 
goal and thef® almost between the posts of 
the opposite side for over ten minutes, un- 
til Cowdin amid rousing cheers from the 
crowd scored the first point. It was made 
after a splendid run_ down the field, in 
which the Waterbury brothers both hit the 
ball for long earries. Cowdin had original- 
ly taken the ball from Crane. Keene hit 
it once when near the Freebooters’ goal 
but in another try to run it up the field 
he missed his stroke, his pony going so 
fast that he was carried over the ball be- 
fore he could strike at it. 

Cowdin was right at his heels, ard hav- 
ing a clear field for the goal sent it 
neatly between the posts. n less than 
half a minute Snowden made another goal 
and ‘Larry ’’ Waterbury closed the eriod 
with the third goal for the Wanderers, 
after Agassiz and Crane had made desper- 
ate efforts to head him off. During the 
hot play between. the goals, Milburn was 
thrown heavily from his horse, and, al- 
though many ayerred that the pony rolled 
partially over the rider, Milburn was up in 
a twinkling, and in less than half a minute 
was out in the field on a fresh mount. 

Foxhall Keene and the Bostonians hit 
yp a faster pace in the second pas in an 
Yrort to cut down the big lead of the oP 
posing team. Le almost succeeded in 
tieing the score, for Agassiz made two 
magnificent goals, getting the 
seven seconds over time. ; 

Four goals were scored in the third period, 
Keene getting two by magnificent plays, 
but J. aterbury and Snowden alee 
scored for their team. In a moment'‘of ex- 
citin play Keene, evidently forgetting that 
English rules do not obtain here, hooked the 
mallet of his opponent, and was promptly 
penalized half a goal. Crane was forced to 
make a safety, and this cost the Freeboot- 
ers another quarter of a goal. Cowdin was 
thrown in this period, falling almost in 
front of the grand stand, but fortunately 
with no injury to himself. 

Nothing was scored in the final period. 
Snowden was penalized half a goal for a 
foul, and Keene had to resort to a safety. 

Rain began to fall before the period was 
concluded, and the crowd rapidly thinned 
out, the automobiles and Cappe movin 
rapidly away in a steady line. The defeat 
team cheered the victors, the home-goi 
crowd let out several yells of satisfaction, 
and the biggest and best championship polo 
game of the year was over.

In the 
first furlong, however, Favermeer dropped back 
further and further, and not even a piker could 
have had hope at the end of a quarter of a mile. 
At that Favermeer beat two other horses in the 
race, but there is as yet no eleventh place 
betting. « 


L’Hommedieu Denied Reinstatement. 

The Stewards of the Jockey Club made the an- 
nouncement at the Gravesend race track yester- 
day that, after deliberation by that body, an ap- 


plication by Stephen L’Hommedieu, a _ rather 
noted turf speculator of half a dozen years ago, 
for reinstatement to the privileges of the turf had 
been denied. L’Hommedieu came ifAto public no- 
tice by the extent and success attending his bets 
on races seven or eight years ago, and operated 
for several years without attracting the attention 
of the\ turf authorities. The plunger’s name 
finally became connected in gossip with the 
names of jockeys who then commanded the best 
riding, and after an inquiry the details of which 
were never made public L’Hommedieu was de- 
nied the privilege of admission to the New York 
race tracks. 


Valuable Trotting Horses Burned.

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HIS OWN MASTER. 

In his speech as temporary Chairman 
of the Saratoga Convention yesterday 
Mr. HORNBLOWER Grew a picture of the 
ideal candidate for Governor:

@ man who will commend himself to thé 
voters of this State as a man who will be 
his own master, who will stand for honest 
and efficient government, atid who will rep- 
resent no faction as against any other fac- 
tion, and who will have ho object to sub- 
serve if elected but the welfare of the peo- 
ple of the State as a whole, regardless of 
faction and of party.

confidence. 


RUSSIA AND TIBET. 

Russia has some grounds for her pro- 
test, reported yesterday, to Great Britain 
as to the result of the expedition to 
Lhassa. If the terms of the treaty are 
correctly reported, the sovereignty of 
China has been distinctly impaired and 
Tibet will not be in the future the cloist- 
ered province it has been in the past. 
The treaty provides for some representa- 
tive and adviser selected by the British 
Government, for additional facilities for 
trade on the borders, for the payment of 
an indemnity in installments, and for 
the holding of a portion of Tibetan terri- 
tory until the indemnity shall have been 
paid. 

One result of this arrangement, the one 
really most important to Great Britain 
and the most objectionable te Russia, is 
to render secret influence over Tibet by 
Russia, either through the entourage of 
the Lama or through the Chinese repre- 
sentative, very much more difficult than 
it -has been heretofore. If the report, 
which as yet lacks definite confirmation, 
be true that a new Lama has been recog- 
nized by Great Britain dnd by China, 
then the change in the relations of Tibet 
to the outside world, and especially to 
Russia, may prove radical. Meanwhile 
Great Britain probably means to observe 
with entire good faith her assurance that 
no part of the territory of Tibet shall 
permanently be occupied, but if the in- 
demnity is not paid, or if other points in 
the agreement be not observed, it is un- 
likely that Great Britain will abandon 
the only security she possesses or can 
use. Tibet may become another Egypt.

New England manufacturers wish to 
buy cheap coal, in order to compete suc- 
cessfully with their more favored rivals 
in the coal districts of the South and 
‘West. Nova Scotia produces quantities of 
bituminous coal, and looks eagerly to 
shipping it free of duty to New England. 
The coal operators of Ohio and Western 
Pennsylvania, on the other hand, desire 
to sell coal and wish Canada to take her 
tariff off bituminous coal, which they 
could then export with advantage to Can- 
ada’s central manufacturing districts. 
The duty exacted by either country is 67 
cents a gross ton. Obviously there is 
need of reciprocity in the coal trade be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 

Nova Scotia cannot reach profitably 
the great and growing central portion of 
Canada; neither can Vancouver, which 
produces a high grade of the bituminous 
variety, largely used in the Pacific States 
in preference to their own coal. Conven- 
fent access to Canada’s vital centres is 
found only from points in the United States 
by rail or water along Lake Ontario and 
Lake Erie from Oswego to Cleveland and 
Toledo. Moreover, Canada’s consumption 
of coal far exceeds her production, and is 
rapidly increasing. In 1886 it was but a 
fraction over three-fourths of a ton per 
capita; in 1903 it reached 2,3 tons per 
capita, having fully tripled in seventeen 
years. The total consumption in 1903 
was 12,720,455 tons, of which 6,678,450 
tons were imported. She exported 1,979,- 
951 tons, mainly from Vancouver to the 
Pacific States. Canada levies no tax on 
incoming anthracite coal, for she pro- 
duces none. The central portion took 
1,606,000 gross tons of anthracite from 
this country by way of Buffalo, besides 
1,531,000 tons imported from the Cuya- 
hoga district, which measures the im- 
portance of this trade to Ohio and West- 
ern Pennsylvania, and reveals their rea- 
son for wanting the duty off bituminous, 

Under a reciprocity agreement Amer- 
ican mine owners would gain practically 
entire control of the incfeasing central 
Canadian trade in coal, while New Eng- 
Jand and the Pacific States, which are 


in the Philippines, which began. yester- 
day with an installment of $2,000,000, is 
the last stage in a plan which is among 
the most creditable features of the policy 
of the United States in the islands. 

It would have been quite within the 
authority of the Government, and it was 
urged by many familiar with the situa- 
tion,-to leave the complications arising 
from the tehure and the conduct of the 
friars to be dealt with according to the 
principles prevailing in this country, sus- 
taining such titles as could clearly be 
established and at the same time confin- 
ing the friars to their rights as civilians. 
But it was ascertained by the successive 
commissions intrusted with the investi- 
gation of the affairs of the islands and 
with their administration that this would 
lead to endless confusion and to the per- 
Petuation of iH-feeling among the na- 
tives. After much disctission and nego- 
tiation it was finally arranged practi- 
cally that the lands should be purchased, 
that they should be sold or rented under 
conditions tending to promote industry 
and thrift among the natives, that the 
proceeds should in part be used for edu- 
eational expenditure, and that the friars 
gradually should be withdrawn and re- 
Placed by priests who understood and 
would be faithful to the principles of the 
American system. There are some ugly 
chapters in our Philippine history, but 
this is not one of them, It is creditable 
both to the intelligence and the humanity 
of our Government.

JUDGE NEWBURGER. 
. Among members of the bar and per- 
sons who have occasion to observe the 
transaction of business in the courts the 
opinion widely prevails that the vacancy 
upon the Supreme bench caused by the 
retirement of Justice Joun.J. FRESDMAN 
on Jan, 1 next should be filled by the 
nomination and election of Judge Nrw- 
BURGER. 

There are good and valid reasons for 
this opinion. In the first place, it would 
be a promotion for merit, which is the 
scundest principle that can be appealed 
to for guidance in making judiciary nom- 
inations. Fourteen years ago Judge 
NEWBURGER was appointed to fill an un- 
expired term in the City Court. Upon 
that bench he served five years, and was 
then, in 1895, elected Judge of the Court 
of General Sessions. Judge NEWBURGER 
haf acquired a reputation for the rapid 
dispatch of business. He has a way of 
getting through cases that not only 
serves the interests of litigants, but 
serves the public interest as well. Yet 
Judge NEWEBURGER has few reversals~ 
very few, which is about the highest evi- 
dence of judicial capacity. ; 

Judge NEWBURGER enjoys the respect, 
the esteem, and the entire confidence of 
the members of the bar, which is again 
good evidence of his soundness and fit- 
ness. It is a mistake and a misfortune 
for the community when a Judge who 
has made a good record is set aside at 
nominating time in favof of an untried 
man. If the Democratic County Conven- 
tion in its search for a candidate consid- 
ers judicial capacity and qualification 
above everything else it will not pass by 
Judge NEWBURGER. 


TRUTH IN THE PENSION OFFICE. 

Commissioner Ware of the Bureau of 
Pensions is developing an unexpected 
sense of humor. The legend painted on 
the wall of his office, ‘‘ The Lord Hates a 
Liar,” might very well express the con- 
clusion drawn from his contact with the 
evasions, exaggerations, and subterfuges 
of the pension applications which incum- 
ber his desk. More of straight, up-and- 
down, unequivocal, barefaced lying has 
been done to get upon the pension roll 
names which do not belong there, or to 
increase the pension ratings of those 
originally classified below their satisfac- 
tion, than in apy one other division of the 
public business. 

King Davrd found occasion to explain 
and apologize for his remark to the effect 
that “all men are liars’ by subsequently 
referring to it as a hasty and ill-consid- 
ered generalization. Perhaps it was a 
bit too sweeping. This fault does not in- 
here in Commissioner WARE’s broad dec- 
laration, for which, we believe, very good 
Scriptural authority may be found. 
Grandfather Smallweed, as we recall, 
had the habjt of projecting the remark, 
“T hate a fool,” like an arrow in air, to 
hit where it might. Commissioner Warn 
follows the same method. Doubtless he 
would deem it inconsistent with his offi- 
cial dignity to call even @ rank perjurer 
a@ liar, notwithstanding his affidavits of 
current date to prove forty-two years 
after the event that, on the night of 
Sept. 20, 1862, the applicant was on 
picket duty in the rain somewhere in 
Virginia and caught a cold which, at the 
age of fifty-nine, developed muscular 
rheumatism and unfitted him for the 
further prosecution of his calling as a 
builder of stone fences. It doubtless af- 
fords Commissioner WARE great inward 
satisfaction to raise his eyes from papers 
of this sort and rest them for a moment 
on the mural inscription referred to. The 
motto is strikingly appropriate to the 
place and its typical business. 

THE CZAR A FATALIST. 

Much that seems inexplicable in the 
situation of Russia obtains a partial ex- 
planation if we accept the statement of 
Bresnivz von Sypacorr that the Czar is 
a confirmed fatalist. Believing that his 
own wisdom and that of his counselors 
cannot eoentrol events, he may well have 
convinced himself that the inevitable 
clash Japan might just as well oc- 
cur at tas a few years later, and 


tee! now ‘that the dectceetiol of; ‘he 
Russian fleet in Asia, the approaching 
fall of Port Arthur, the defeats of his 
armiés in Manchuria will not affect the 
eventual success of the Russian arms. 
To a man profoundly sure that the stars 
in the ascendant at his birth were fa- 
vorable, it is not a matter of greatest 
moment that there should be defeats 
in the beginning of the campaign. Vic- 
tories like these mean to him a steady 
depletion of the wealth and available men 
of the enemy, while he remains confi- 
dent that the capital and thé supply of 
human food for cannon are still far from 
exhausted in Russia. The same serene 
belief that Gop is with him makes him 
easy to manage, so that he can be kept 
in blissful ignorance of the state of af- 
fairs, not only in his own country but 
in Europe and America, This ignorance 
on his part is the most dangerous thing 
on the Russian horizon. 

NicHouas II. may be a dreamy, kind- 
ly fatalist like Napo.ron III., who 
ended by allowing women and obsequious 
courtiers to ruin his land, The Prussians 
of the Orient have been making ready 
for years; but no one told him how pre- 
pared they were, although it is ridicu- 
fous to suppose that it was a secret 
to the men who should have informed 
him, The weakness of the Russian Navy 
may have been a surprise, but the army 
troubles have always been patent to any 
one who has read Russian history. 
Even the Czar could not have been quite 
hoodwinked in this respect. We must 
therefore accept provisionally as in the 
main true what we hear of NICHOLAS, 
that he has an almost Mohammedan 
resignation to kismet and endures these 
tremendous shocks to his vanity and 
family pride because fatalism provides 
an elastic groundwork in his mind from 
which there is rebound. Gossip says 
that a French spirit medium named 
PHILipPe is a favorite with NicHoLas, 
who through his aid summons the ghosts 
of departed Czars in order to interrogate 
them as to the future. The violent 
deaths of Boprikorr and VON PLEHVE 
were also faied; so that NICHOLAS sees 
no reason to change the policy toward 
Finns and Russians which they carried 
out. The Russians are in a sad plight 
within and without. 

ERENCE een 
THE CASUAL AND THE HABITUAL 
CRIMINAL. 

The late Dean WAYLAND of the Yale 
Law School, in a memorable paper before 
the National Prison Congress, denounced 
as “monstrous and wholly indefensible ” 
the idea that a criminal, unrepentant and 
unreformed, must be set at liberty on a 
certain day because, forsooth, his specific 
term has expired. He said: 

It would seem that the bald statement of 
the proposition should be sufficient to ex- 
pose its utter absurdity. Indeed, it would 
be ludicrous if there were not bound up 
with it so many and so serious evils. * * * 
When the doctrine is once practically, as 
well as theoretically,. accepted, that the 
object of all imprisonment for crime is to 
protect society by confining and reforming 
the prisoner, we may hope that this fla- 
grant abuse of the power of the State will 
be forever abated. 

This line of thought leads irresistibly 
to the system of the indeterminate sen- 
tence. Such a system would very’ clearly 
differentiate between the first offender 
and the habitual criminal, and one of the 
latter class who might escape with a 
relatively short term by simulating re- 
form and practicing good behavior, if re- 
turned to prison by reason of the misuse 
of his liberty, would have only himself 
to blame if he found it very much harder 
to get out the second time than the first. 

Mr. G. C. SPERANZA, in a contribution 
on this subject to The American Law 
Journal, makes the strong point that not- 
withstanding many and important re- 
forms in prison administration our crim- 
inal and penal legislation tends to en- 
courage the survival rather than the 
eliniination of the least fit. This the 
writer thinks is due to failure to discrim- 
inate between the habitual criminal who 
is immune to reformatory influences and 
the man who, although he may have 
committed a crime, is still amenable to 
reformative agencies. The fact that 
“ persistence in criminal action” cannot 
be determined until more than one crime 
has been committed creates no element 
of embarrassment in dealing with first 
offenders. The object of prison discipline 
is to effect reforms in those who must be 
temporarily segregated from their fel- 
lows for the protection of society. The 
test of the habitual criminal is the lack 
of response to reformative influences. 
The beginner in crime, whatever his tem- 
perament or his apparent hardness of 
heart, is entitled to at least one opportu- 
nity to show whether he is thus amena- 
ble to reformatory influences or not. If 
not, and he persists in criminal action, 
the interest of society would seem to de- 
mand the indeterminate sentence and he 
must be made to understand that, hav- 
ing forfeited his chance to shape his own 
career, he belongs to the State, and that 
whether his imprisonment lasts for a 
shorter or longer period depends upon 
himself. There is good reason to believe 
that such a system would deter many 
who makes the mistake of. defying the 
law from becoming habitual criminals 
through long association with the irre- 
claimably bad during the formative stage 
of their careers. 


JAPANESE TRAITS. 

The remarkably interesting letter 
which we published the other day from 
the army of Gen. Kuroxr under date of 
Aug. 12 contained some curious observa- 
tions on the personal habits and charac- 
teristics of the Japanese soldiers and 
their officers. 

Fans, fishing rods, and tea kettles are 
not in Occidental eyes precisely the indi- 
eations of vigor and valor. From our 
own experience they would suggest rath- 
er a picnic or an old-fashioned militia 
“target shoot” than an army on the 
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V geaveliia: the enemny/a cousiey, ‘with Gs 
crack of his rifles or the boom of his 
cannon likely to be heard at any moment. 


Fans hold no place in the equipment even | 


of our curled darlings on an outing, and 
though we drink more tea than we used 
to drink it is usually associated with airy 
conversation and the ,charm of white 
arms above the table at the “five 
o’clock.” As for fishing, the picture 
drawn of “ the mild-eyed boys, sitting for 
long hours by the banks of mountain 
streams waiting for a three-inch minnow 
to bite at an angle worm,” would excite 
derisign in any modern Western disciple 
of IzAaK Watton. But our account 
states that the rod and line are a part 
of every Japanese kit on the march, even 
that of Gen. Kuroxk1. 

No one now needs to be told that these 
little customs, which to us or with us 
would seem the extreme of effeminacy, 
are those of a race of tremendous energy, 
marvelous ¢ndurance, audacious courage, 
and a heroic devotion to their high ideals 
of duty such as the Western world can- 
not surpass and only rarely equals. It is 
a lesson for us in the value of proportion 
in judging others, and every Western 
nation of us,.other than poor Russia, may 
thank its stars that the lesson is not be- 
ing taught at our expense. 


THE ECONOMICS OF TYPHOID. 


A correspondent of The Record of Phil- 


‘adelphia has compiled some statistics 


relative to the cost of preventable ty- 
phoid fever in that city during the past 
twelve months, which may be tabulated 
as follows:

Some of these items are understated. 
Considering the fact that typhoid fever 
most readily attacks’the young and vig- 
orous and rarely the old and decrepit, to 
average at $1,000 each the value of the 
500 lives lost during this epidemic in a 
year is to reckon life very cheap. The 
same is true of the loss of earnings, at $1 
per day for forty days per case. This 
item might safely be doubled. However, 
in such matters it is better to under- 
state than overstate the facts. The fig- 
ures are sufficiently impressive as they 
stand, and serve without argument to 
show that the most costly economy 
which a community can practice is that 
which is effected in neglecting the means 
needed to maintain the purity of its 
water supply. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Discussing the anxiety with which loco- 
motive engineers and firemen view the 
rapid substitution—likely soon to be com- 
plete—of electricity for steam as traction 
power, The Western Electrician doubts that 
this change will tend to replace highly skilled 
and well-paid labor by labor less skilled and 
eheaper, though the ordinary motorman 
neither possesses nor needs the long train- 
ing or special capacities demanded of the 
men on a locomotive. It insists that ordi- 
nary motormen will not run the electric 
trains of the future, and it is disposed to 
believe that, after a transition period more 
or less long and painful, the engineers and 
firemen who adapt themselves to the new 
conditions will find their lot as satisfactory 
as itis now. ‘“* Men,” it says, “‘ upon whom 
the responsibility rests of operating a train, 
whether it be driven by steam or electric- 
ity, should be trained by long experience 
and should understand thoroughly the ap- 
paratus under their control. Thanks to the 
rigid system of ‘weeding out’ now in 
vogue upon the steam roads, a man can 
never go beyond the capacity of fireman 
until he is fitted for the more responsible 
position. As it is with the locomotive en- 
gineer so it should be with the motorman. 
He should be a first-class man in his par- 
ticular line, and in order to encourage him 
to spend the necessary time and incur the 
necessary expense to become such, his 
pay should be equivalent to the service 
which he renders.” Most of _ these 
“shoulds”’ can probably, in our opinion, 
be changed to “wills.” The trolley car 
motorman, always having expert elec- 
trictans comparatively near at hand, is not 
encouraged by his employers to attempt 
the remedying of any except the simplest 
troubles of his machine. He is, indeed, 
explicitly discouraged from doing so, and 
he meets all expectations if he runs his 
car with due consideration for the limits of 
its powers. Of the motormen who will 
control heavy trains moving at great speed 
over long distances much more will in- 
evitably be demanded, and, as real elec- 
tricians, they wili need quite as much skill 
as does the locomotive engineer, and per- 
haps they will need more if the accidents 
of the service are not frequently to re- 
duce them to helplessness at points where 
assistance can bé obtained only after long 
delays. It is difficult to see, however, just 
how the would-be master of electric trains 
is going to get the practical experience ac- 
quired by the would-be locomotive engi- 
neer while serving as fireman. The so- 
called guards will not secure it, for their 
destiny will be, as now, to become con- 
ductors. Presumably the trolley lines will 
be the schools for motormen aspiring to 
the more responsible positions, . 


—A joy once common enough, but 
rather rare in recent years, is provided by 
The Chicago Inter Ocean, which prints in 
a prominent place and with big headlines 
one of the real old-fashioned stories about 
a man who has at last solved the “ prob- 
lem of perpetual motion ”’ and is prepared— 
as soon as he finds somebody to supply 
the capital—to build a machine that will 
run itself and manufacture a lot of energy 
besides for the doing of any kind of work 
desired. This tale is well up to the best 
standards of its class. Its hero is one B, O, 
DoERR, a mechanical genius who lives at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., which is where most 
of the furniture comes from. On the night 
of June 9, 1901—date to be ever memorable— 
Mr. DozrRR saw in a vision a great engine 
that moved all the wheels in a colossal fac- 
tory—presumably of furniture, but of course 
that doesn’t matter, and very properly Mr. 
DoEBRR passes lightly over a detail so 
trivial. On waking he immediately drew a 
sketch of the engine he had seen and im- 
mediately perceived that where so many 
mechanical geniuses had failed he was 
about to succeed. Month after month he 
worked over plans, aided by an occasional 
dream when he ran against a snag, and 
now he has absolute and indubitable 
achievement in its most permanent form 
—that is, on paper. Till the harmless neces- 
sary capitalist appears he isn’t saying 
much about the machine for fear hia idea 
will be stolen, but he has obligingly con- 


he wheel to 
revolve, on the same prificiple as an over- 
shot water wheel. The ball then engages 
the second wheel and bg third before it 
rolls back to an elevating device, which 
catries it back to the magazine at the top. 
A balance wheel is provided and the ma- 
chine will develop power enough by the de- 
scent of the weights to work the elevat- 
ing mechanism overcome friction, and still 
deliver 43 per cent. of ofiginal force ex- 
erted by the gravitating weights. Isn't 
that beautifully simple? No steam engine 
ever built delivers for use 48 per cent. even 
cf the power contained in the coal burned 
to run it, 10 per cent. being about the best 
they can do, so it is evident that Mr. DonRR 
will soon have the industrial world at his 
feet. And why does the capitalist delay? 
Can it be for the absurd reason that the 
idea of weights going down the circum- 
ference of a wheel and going up near its 
centre has disturbed the sleeping hours 
and occupied the Waking hours of a cer- 
tain sort of mechanical geniuses ev>r siucs 
the dawn of history? 


— Again there is reported the beginning 
of a determined effort to banish from the 
Stage the fantastic imagining which there 
passes for theor a—preseritation of the 
Irishman. It ig the members of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians in Paterson that 
have last assumed this rather large task, 
and they plan to aceomplish it, or to do 
their part in accomplishing it, by sternly 
refusing to attend any theatrical perform- 
ance that introduces the most familiar of 
broadly comic figures. It is not easy to 
understand the sensitiveness thus fllustrat- 
ed. The stage Irishman of the expansive 
brogue and grotesque garments is, indeed, 
Provocative of laughter, but rarely if ever 
is hé required to play the réle of villain, 
and though he is often supposed to be 
densely ignorant, almost invariably he is 
credited with the intelligence required for 
witty speech, and his usual task is the de- 
fense of imperiled virtue. It is kindly 
laughter he excites, and many another race 
has better grounds for offense at the treat- 
ment its supposed representatives receive 
from the playwrights. And there ate in- 
numerable stage Irishmen to whom not 
even the most ancient of Hibernians could 
possibly object—stage Irishmen who pos- 
sess all imaginable merits and the stfength 
of mind and body to conquer the basest of 
British landlords with scarcely an interrup- 
tion to the pleasant task of making love to 
the most beautiful maiden in the cast. 
And, curiously enough, the characters 
against which these Patersonians have de- 
clared implacable war are played, nine 
times out of ten, if not ninety-nine times 
out of a hundred, by Irish actors. Nota 
few presumably worthy sons of the Emer- 
ald Isle will find their occupation gone if 
the movement against the comic Irishman 
of the stage really comes to anything. 


—Russia’s refusal to lend countenance 
to the coronation of King Prermr of Servia 
looks well on the face of it, for the circum- 
stances of his arrival at the throne were 
certainly about as bad as they could be, 
but, unfortunately for Russia, there is 
something distinctly ludicrous in the idea 
that her diplomacy revolts at the recogni- 
tion of a bloodstained crown, and in all 
parts of the world the obvious reasons for 
her present delicacy will be promptly dis- 
missed as irrelevant. Of course the other 
gations will find reasons not obvious—they 
must, indeed, to excuse or explain their own 
unprotesting participation in festivities 
which mark the successful issue of a policy 
of brutal assassination. Their own position is 
that King Perrr himself is not half so bad 
a fellow as he might be, that he had no 
known part in the murders by which he 
profits—if it is profitable to be King of 
Servia—and that he really is the King in 
fact and in such law as the vicinage pro- 
vides. That this is not enough for Russia 
is an international joke of large propor- 
tions.

Too Much Tobacco. 


From The London Globe. 

A correspondent wishes to know what consti- 
tutes the excessive use of tobacco. It sounds @ 
very simple question, but it is, nevertheless, dis- 
tinetly hard to answer. In the case of alcohol it 
is easy to defitie the point where excess begins. 
But there is this difference, as the writer points 
out, between the abuse of alcohol and the abuse 
of tobacco, that a man often drinks to éxcess be- 
cause the more he takes the more he wants; the 
sensation becoming more attractive with every 
glass. With tobacco, on the other hand, the 
effects of a pipe to many are so painful to the 
tongue and so unpleasant generally that the 
smoker stops as a rule just before that point. 
The smoker thinks he is smoking to excess 
when he finds the process physically unpleasant. 
Doctors look more deeply into the matter. Like 
most other affairs of health, the matter resolves 
itself, probably, into a question of how much 
each individual constitution can endure. What 
would be excessive in one man is harmless in 
another. These things are best left to common 
sense. There is, however, one test which is as 
heafly as possible infallible. If the smoker can 
leave off smoking—say, for a day or two days— 
at will, he may comfort himself with the re. 
flection that he is not too greatly devoted to his 
pipe. 


Seeing New York. 
New York Letter to Pittsburg Post. 

Two of the tallest new buildings in Gotham, 
THe Timms and the Wanamaker, are beitig 
equipped with observation towers, and then 
“ seeing New York”’ will become a very simple 
matter. It is always better to take a bird’s-eye 
view of a city before going about, especially a 
place Hke New York. The map is thereby fixed 
in the mind’s eye, and those who have the 
bump of location developed can get a compre- 
hensive understanding of the city in a few days. 
New York’s map is @ good deal like the back- 
bone of a fish. Broadway runs down the centre, 
making the spinal column, and the cross- 
town streets run off at regular intervals almost 
the whole distance to the Battery. 

The down-town section 1s sotnewhat compli- 
cated, and requires a little special study, but 
altogether the city’s scheme of distribution is 
rather simple. Bighth avenue, oh the west side, 
is a sort of sub-Broadway, and the Bowery, on 
the east side, with its continuation of Third 
Avenue, occupies the same relation. The cross- 
town streets run east and west from Fifth Ave- 
nue, and from almost any given point one may 
take the right car after the key of the map 
is learned. 


inventor of Picture Postal Cards. 
From The London Standard. 

The German press has announced the death of 
one who claimed to have first had the idea, in 
1872, of reproducting pictyres and portraits on 
the backs of postcards. But France now comes 
forward with a previous title, dating from the 
year 1870. A small bookseller of the town of 
Sille-ie-Guillaume, in the Sarthe Department, 
lithographed on the back of a number of post- 
cards a design, which found a ready sale among 
the Mobile Guards of the camp at Conlie. Sev- 
eral of these cards still exist. 

The design consisted of two allegorical piles of 
arms, ahd the inscription was ‘‘ War of 1870, 
Conllie Camp. Souvenir of the National Defetise. 
The Brittany Army.’’ Then followed three lines 
upon which the Mobile Guard could write his 
hate atid a méssage. It was an easy way for 
the country folk in camp to let their fami- 
lies know that they were well; and although M. 
Besnardeau, the bookseller, sold many of these 
cards, he could certainly never have imagined 
what an industry the manufacture of picture 
postcards was destined to become thirty-five 
years later. .

Mr. George Ade’s “‘ The College Widow,” 
with which Mr. Henry W. Savage last night 
opened his management of the Garden 
Theatre, may prove less popular than “‘ The 
County Chairman ’’—or it may prove more 
popular; but as regards the author’s grip 
on the art of comedy, it marks a distinct 
advance, and strongly confirms the judg- 
ment of those who have seen in him the 
making of a playwright of the first order 
in America or elsewhere. The former piece 
verged, on the one hand, upon the conven- 
tional pleasantries of the funny papers—as 
Was, perhaps, an inevitable result of its 
dealing with politics; and on the other upon 
Somewhat crude and conventional melo- 
drama. It was not that Mr. Ade was ever 
actually stale or raw, but rather that his 
method of treating matters of common ob- 
servation and dramatic interest was still at 
times unduly stiff and conventional. The 
present play is very seldom commonplace in 
its strokes of comedy, and the story it tells 
is much more truly in the key of comedy 
in that the characters from which it springs 
are more freshly observed and more in- 
stinctively created. 

The keynoté of the play Mr. Ade himself 
struck with his customary accuracy and 
shrewdness, when, in response to vocifer- 
ous, and, as it seemed, spontaneous, ap- 
plause, he stepped in front of the curtain 
to make what he said was his first speech 
in a metropolitan theatre. ‘‘ We're not try- 
ing to caricature the college student, nor 
to set him up.as a tin god,’’ he said, with a 
emile on his lean face, and a snap in his 
observing eye; “‘ we’re trying to treat him 
as a human being. Perhaps he doesn’t de- 
serve it, but—’’ and here Mr. Ade dodged 
behind the proscenium arch and was seen 

} no more. Nothing could better indicate the 
) general office of the writer of comedy than 

/ the first sentence, and nothing could better 
Suggest the right point of view toward the 
colleze man than the last unfinished sug- 
gestion. 

As the slender thread of the story wound 
its way through the maze of neatly ob- 
seryed bits of character, we were treated 
to the humors of the undergraduate busy 
with college life and sport ana sublimely

Best of all, these details were composed 
into a series of scenes of life in a Middle 
Western college that had eat verisimili- 
tude. Details there were that seemed out 
of the picture. When Mr.,. Ade knows 
more about how football players are rubbed 
down between the halves he will not pict- 
ure them running back on the field with 
the slimie of the field still on their faces. 
A ehaperon who welcomes the men back 
to college, each with a large kiss on the 
mouth, must be a rare bird,, even in the 
freshest of fresh-water collegés, and coach 
‘and trainer do not dally in the dressing 
rooms when the crisis of the game is on.

WON’T GO TO SEE “TAPS.” 


German Ambassador and Consul Gen- 
eral Decline Shubert Invitation. 


The German Emperor’s disapproval of 
“ Taps,”’ which is now being played at the 
Lyric Theatre in translated form, has evi- 
dently been communicated to his represent- 
atives in this country. Both the German 
Consul General in New York and the Ger- 
man Ambassador at Washington have sent 
to the Shubert brothers very brief, rather 
eurt, notes, declining the invitation to see 
** Taps.’’ 

“Thank you very much,” wrote the Con- 
sul General, “I regret to be unable to at- 
tend the performance.”’ 

The Ambassador’s note reads: “‘ The Im- 
perial Ambassador regrets that conditions 
are such at the embassy that neither he 
nor any of his attachés can possibly attend 
a performance of ‘ Taps’ at the Lyric The- 


atre, to which they have been kindly in- 
vited by Mr. Shubert.” 

When the censor in Berlin got wy 
with Beyerlein’s play there he forbade its 
presentation in any garrison city in Ger- 
many.

RUSSIA INDIGNANT AT 


ANGLO-TIBETAN TREATY 


Ambassador at London Ordered 
to Protest Against It. 


BREACH OF FAITH IS ALLEGED’ 


Intimations That Action Will Be Taken 
When the War in the Far East , 
Is at an End. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 20.—Russia of- 
ficlally maintains that Great Britain has 
broken faith in the matter of the Tibetan 
treaty, and Ambassador Benkendorff has 
been instructed to lodge a general protest 
at the British Foreign Office. 

According to the Russian view, Great 
Britain’s pledges to Russia regarding the 
scope of the expedition only contemplated 
the regulation of trade between India and 
Tibet, and England disclaimed any purpose 
to meddle with the internal or political af- 
fairs of the country. 

Russia alleges that a treaty was forced 
upon the Tibetans which goes much fur- 
ther, creating a virtual protectorate. 
Moreover, it is contended that the treaty 

a restriction upon the sovereignty of 
China, inasmuch as while recognizing the 
sovereignty of China by requiring ratifica- 
tion by that country, the treaty once rati- 
fied transfers the sovereignty’ to Great 
Britain by compelling Tibet to consult 
Great Britain in dealing with the other 
powers. This is considered to be aimed 
directly at Russia. 

The protest lodged in London will doubt- 
less be followed up by one at Peking against 
the ratification of the treaty. 

Great Britain is believed here to justify 
her action on.the ground that she only 
agreed to confine herself to certain speci- 
fied limits, contained in the assurances 
given to Russia, if the Tibetans did not 
oppose the British expedition. 

As a matter of fact, little hope is enter- 
tained in official circles here that the Rus- 


sian protests will be heeded either by Great 
Britain or China, as Russia is not in a 
osition to make an issue. The general feel- 
ng is that Great Britain has profited by 
Russia’s preoccupation in the war to make 
her position in Tibet secure. 

Therefore the chief importance of the 

rotest at this time is to serve notice that 

ussia does not acquiesce in Great Britain’s 
Tibetan programme, and that she will feel 
herself at liberty to reopen the question 
when her hands are again free. 

With the arrival here of the full text of 
the British treaty with Tibet thé irritation 
of the Russian press is more pronounced. 
The Russ, which is conside to reflect 
the views of the Forei Office, bitterly 
complains that Great Britain has gone be- 
yond her promises. 

The Russ foresees that the occupation of 
the Chumbi Valley by the British will be 
_—. even after the payment of the in- 

emnity, and adds, significantly: 

“The proclamation of the British pro- 
tectorate must be regarded as an accom- 
plished fact, but whether it will be real 
and las must depend upon future events 
in Cent Asia."’ 


London, Sept. 20.—No notification by Rus- 
sia of her refusal to recognize the validity 
of the Anglo-Tibetan treaty has yet 
reached the Foreign Office, though it is 
well understood in diplomatic circles that 
the St. Petersburg authorities object to 
Art. IX., which gives Great Britain prac-

ARMY 1S OVERMARRIED, 
DECLARES GEN. CORBIN 


Wants Officers to Ask the Secre- 
tary of War First. 


SHOULD BE DEBT FREE, TOO 


Doesn’t Follow, He Says, That Married 
Officer Is Less Valuable Than Bach- 
elor—Wants Colored Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—That no army 
¢fficer be permitted to: marry until he first 
has secured the permission of the Secre- 
tary of War and satisfied that official that 
his income is sufficient to support himself 
and his family, and that he is entirely free 
from debt, is the recommendation made by 
Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, commanding 
the Atlantic Division, and which was an- 
nounced at the War Department to-day. 
Gen. Corbin, in explanation, says: 

“Marriage of army officers who have 
made no proper provision for assuming the 
responsibility therefor is hurtful both te 
the army and to the officers themselves. 
To this broad statement there are, of 
course, exceptions, but the general fact 
remains that our army is overmarried. 

“The pay of a subaltern officer is barely 
enough for his proper support and the ex- 
penses of his equipment and uniform. If 
to this ts added the inevitable expenses at- 
tached to a family, it is not only probable 
but almost certain that when an officer 
strikes his balance at the end of the year 
he will be behind if he has no income but 
his pay. 
~“ That a bachelor officer is more valua- 
ble to the service than a married officer 
does not follow, nor do I wish to be un- 
derstood as so saying, but the married of- 
ficer is less valuable if in marrying he 
has not exercised that prudence which 
should govern all transactions in life.” 

Gen. Corbin in his report advocates the 
re-establishment of the canteen, and says: 

“If it were possible by my act to abso- 
lutely stop the manufacture and use of in- 
toxicating drinks of any kind, I would do 
so; if it were possible by my act to pre- 
vent the use by any persons in the military 
service of intoxicating drinks, I would do 
s0; but realizing that the impossible, how- 
ever desirable, must give way to what is 
possible and practicable, I am firmly of 
the opinion that it would be in the inter- 
est of discipline to re-establish the can- 
teen feature of the post exchange, recog~ 
nizing that in this way the use of drink 
can be minimized.” 

The enlistment of colored men in the 
artillery, or their transfer to that corps 
from the colored cavalry and infantry, also 
is favored by Gen. Corbin. 

He expresses his belief that colored sol- 
diers in the artillery corps will aid that 
branch of the service by giving to it men 
who would “ by their aptitude and love of 
the service commend themselves to the 
artiilery officers, Just as they have to the 
officers of the cavalry and infantry.” 

Gen. Corbin calls attention to the “ very 
unsatisfactory condition of the accessories 
and surroundings of the Statue of Liberty, 
in New York Harbor,” and strongly urges 
an appropriation to remedy these condi- 
tions,

mot marry unless his wife brings him a 
certain dowry.

BREAK IN ATLANTIC RATE WAR. 


German Lines Raise the Westward 
Steerage Fare to $15. 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—The first break in 
the steamship rate war occurred yesterday, 
when the North German Lloyd and Ham- 
burg American Lines raised their steerage 
rate to New York to $15. 

One of the Directors of the shipping com- 
bine said to a representative of The Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“The news that the German lines have 
raised their steerage rate is very welcome, 
and doubtless will shortly be followed by 
our constituent lines. We are all heartily 
sick of this cut-rate war, which has done 
no one any good. Mr. Ismay, who is now 
in America, will doubtless take speedy ac- 
tion, ' 

“What the Cunard Lihe is likely to do 
I cannot say, but I should think it would 
revert to the original rates.” 

No orders have been issued at the Cu- 
nard offices to increase rates, and the of- 
ficials of the company say there is no in- 
dication thereof. They are inclined to the 
telief that the Cunard Line will adhere 
to its present rates, and add that the ac- 
tion of the German lines was not the re- 


sult of any agreement reached at the re- 
cent shipping conference at Frankfort. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Liverpool corre- 
spondent says he hears that all steamship 

nes sailing out of Liverpool, with the ex- 
ception of the Cunard Line, will increase 
steerage rates to $15 as a preliminary to 
resuming the normal tariff, and that it is 
believed it will mot be long before the Cu- 
nard Line follows suit. 

The Allan and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Lines, the correspondent learns, also 
intend to increase their rates.

JUSTICE LEARNED FOUND DEAD, 


Expired at Desk in His Albany 
Was Ejighty-three Years Old. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Ex-Justice of 
the Supreme Court William L. Learned 
was found dead to-day at his desk in his 
law office. Although eighty-three years. 
old, Judge Learned had kept up his active 
professional practice, and was apparently 
in the best of health when he arrived from 
Selkirk, his Summer home, a few miles 
from this city, this morning. When dis- 
covered he had been dead for an hour, 
and the end was due probably to heart 
disease. 

Judge Learned was born in New Lone 
don, Conn., July 24, 1821, his father being 
Ebenezer Learned. He completed his edu- 
cation at Yale, being graduated seeond in his 
class. He studied law in the office of W. 
L. Brainard, in New London, and also with 
George Gould in Troy. He was admitted 
to the bar, and located in Albany in 1845, 
soon afterward pecoming one of the firm 
of Learned, Wilson & Cook, of which he 
continued a member down to 1870, when 
Gov. Hoffman appointed him Supreme 
Court Judge for the Third Judicial District 
to fill a vacancy. In the Fall of the same 
year he was elected to the same position 
for the full term of fourteen years. 

In 1875 he was designated by Gov. Tilden 
as Presiding Justice of the General Term, 


Third Judicial Department, and in 1884 he 
was re-elected for a second term. 

In 1878 the degree of L.L. D. was con- 
ferred upon him by Yale College. For 
years he was a professor in the Albany 
Law School, President of the Female Acad- 
emy, and a trustee of the Albany Boys’ 
Academy, as well as one of the Governors 
of Union University.

@asts. It is true fhat Mr. Hill as a farmer 
has no especial claim to talk about the 
market, while as the head of several rail-

authority as any expert of them all. That 
this is the opinion of produce dealers ap- 
pears clearly enough from the price of 
both wheat and corn, which simultane- 
ously resumed their upward tendency. 


The money market showed no further 


uneasiness, although somewhat better 
rates for time money promised to give 
bankers some assistance soon. On the 
Other hand, the fall of sterling below 
parity points unmistakably to a source 
of strength which the situation lacked 
last year. 

This summary is not stimulating, nei- 
ther is it in any respect alarming to buy- 
érs of stocks upon values. But those who 
take shorter views and alter their opin- 
ions of the market from hour to hour 
pajd more attention to the movement in 
Union Pacific than to the weakness in 
scores of other stocks. Reasons were as- 
Signable specifically for the declines in 
most cases, and the technical situation 
Was reason enough for some general re- 
action, but, without disputing Union Pa- 
cific’s solid worth, there seems no suffi- 
cient reason why on the merits alone it 
Should be strong in a falling market.

They range all the way from a 
family quarrel to fresh combinations 
promising more competition rather than 
more traffic. The Street yesterday 
gearcely knew what to think, but the per- 
manent interests of the market are bound 
up rather with community of interest and 
gordiality among the big fellows than in 
competitive buying, however stimulating 
to any individual-stock.

: General Appraiser Decides Against 
~ Additional Duty on Pile Fabrics. 


Slipper Uppers Weven in the Piece Not 
a Finished Article—Other Cus- 
. tome Decisions. 


4 A decision of some importance to im- 
porters of goods which are woven in the 
piece, but with reference to their final 
use, was handed dgwn yesterday by the 
Board of United States General Appraisers. 
It was written by General Appraiser De 
Vries and sustained a protest by Charles 
E. Dumbert of New York. 

The goods were invoiced as ‘200 dozen 
slipper uppers’ and consisted of pieces of 
woven cotton cloth, twenty-eight inches 
wide and four meters long, with a raised 

‘ uneut pile. They were assessed at 12 cents 
@ square yard and 25 per cent. ad valorem 
as a pile fabric and an additional duty of 
10 per cent. was levied under the provision 
for “manufactured articles in any form 
Known as bias dress facings or skirt bind- 
ings, &c.”

ADVANCE MURDER NOTICE. 
Sailor Writes That He May Not Reach 
This Pcrt. 


The Seamen's Branch of the Legal Aid 
Society received a letter yesterday from a 
man who said that he is a seaman on the 
schooner Lejok, whose home port is this 
city, asking that when she arrived here in 
a few days the society see that he is safe 
aboard or arrest an officer of the ship for 
having caused his disappearance. The let- 
ter was sent from Wilmington, N. C., and 
was signed by Patrick Cavanagh. 

In the letter Cavanagh says that he has 
been a sailor on the Lejok since July, when 
she sailed from New York. 
he had a fight with one of the sailors, and 
that the enmity aroused at that time has 
grown stronger, and that he is in fear of 


his life. On the trip from Wilmington he 
says that the sailor with whom he fought 
will act as an officer and will then have a 
better chance to do underhand work. Cav- 
anagh says that he expects to be thrown 
overboard. He asserts that he appealed to 
the Captain, C. L. Smith, for his pay and 
his discharge, but could not obtain them. 


Waldorf Bell Boy Pleads Guilty. 
James Reilly, formerly a bellboy in the 
Waldorf-Astoria, who disappeared shortly 
after the discovery of large thefts from 
several guests of that hotel in July, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of petty larceny before 
Recorder Goff in General Sessions yester- 


day. The total thefts as announced at the 
time, amounted to over $8,000. Among the 
losers was Prince POoniatowski.

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| ORNAMENTAL PLASTERERS 
REVOLT AGAINST UNIONS 


Plain Plasterers Oppressed Them 
with Unreasonable Rules. 


TO FORM NEW ORGANIZATION 


Rate of Work Limited and Best Men 
Debarred Under Past Conditions— 
General Strike Postponed. 


The first actual revolt in a locked-out 
union since the present building hostilities 
began was reported yesterday to the Em- 
ployers’ Association. The ornamental plas- 
terers had left the plasterers’ society in a 
body, and they were at once formed into a 
new union under the arbitration agreement. 
In all, 400 men are involved, and they say 
in explanation that they were. kept in sub- 
jugation by the plain plasterers for years, 
until conditions became so intolerable that 
they had to get out. One hundred of the 
men were put to work yesterday, and the 
remainder will be put to work to-day. 

The news of this revolt caused consider- 
able excitement at the Building Trades 
Club yesterday, and is expected to be fol- 
lowed by the disintegration of other unions. 
There are over 4,000 members in the plain 
plasterers’ society, and the ornamental 
plasterers, who had a union of their own, 
say that when they were induced to amal- 
gamate with the large union they soon 
found out that they had little or no. voice 
in its councils. 

Louis S. Masoimo, President of the seced- 
ing union, issued a statement yesterday in 
which he says that the ornamental plaster- 
ers joined the plasterers’ society in good 
faith, but that the plain plasterers, who 
had the controlling voice. soon began to 
enact laws which limited the pace of work 
and were generally detrimental to the or- 
namental plasterers. These rules prohib- 
ited the casting of cornices, panels, and 
ceilings of intricate design in large sections 
with all the ornaments included. Instead 
of this, the union insisted that the slow 
methods of forty years ago should be fol- 
lowed. 

The plain plasterers, Mr. Masoimo says, 
insisted on letting the tinsmiths put up cor- 
nices and ugly tin ceilings, and if the orna- 
mental plasterers, though members of the 
same union, complained, strikes were or- 
dered against them and the ornamental 
plasterers were fined from $50 to $100 for 
violation of the union rules. The last ob- 
jectionable rule of the union was that all 
orndmental plaster work must be done by a 
practical plasterer who is proficient with 
the hawk and trowel. This, Mr. Masoimo 
said, would debar the most artistic men, 


who do not use hawk or trowel. He con- 
cludes: 

“We invite the judgment of the public 
in this case. We are not strike breakers, 
but believe in unionism when conducted 
on true union principles. Above all, we 
love our liberty because we prize it as life 
itself, and, seeing our only opportunity, 


we freed ourselves from our oppressive ; 


bondage and broke the chain of slavery.”’ 

The general strike ultimatum of the 
Building Trades Alliance, it is learned, may 
not be issued for a week or more, if at all. 
The programme now is for the alliance to 
meet to-night and make _ reports, after 
which a meeting may be called later to ar- 
range about the ultimatum. In the mean- 
time the employers are going on filling the 
places of strikers. 


SHIPYARDS TROUBLE ENDED. 


Open Shop Continues—Wages Station- 
ary—No Sympathetic Strikes. 


An agreement was signed yesterday be- 
tween representatives of the blacksmiths 
in the shipyards, numbering about 1,000 
men, and of the New York Metal Trades 
Association, by which the present wages 
will be continued. 

The wages in all the shop trades have 
been going down for some time. In con- 
sideration of this the representatives of 
the blacksmiths withdrew a demand for the 
closed shop, which threatened at first to 
cause trouble, and the agreement, which 
expires on July 31, 1905, is on the open- 
shop basis. 

It is provided in the agreement that there 
shall. be no sympathetic strikes, and that 
no persons other than those authorized by 
the employers shail interfere with the 
workmen during working hours. Among 
the firms included in the agreement are:

Heights; Quintard Iron Works, Logan 
Manufacturing Company, and Riley Repair 
and Supply Company. 


ARREST BAYONNE COLLECTOR. 


Business Mayor Had Robinson’s Books 
Examined—$9,000 Shortage Charged. 


Cyrillus L. Robinson, City Collector of 
Revenue of Bayonne, was arrested last 
night at his home, 28 West Thirty-third 
Street, Bayonne, on the complaint of Mayor 
Thomas Brady, charged with a defalcation 
of $9,000. Mr. Robinson has been collector 
for twelve years, and Mayor Brady says the 
shortages in the accounts may run to $30,- 
000 or $40,000. 

Mr. Robinson is seventy years of age. 
His habits have been regular, and he does 
not gamble, drink, or speculate, so far as 
can be learned. He lives in a handsome 
heuse with his daughter, but his manner 
of living does not exceed his income, so far 
as can be seen. He was taken before Re- 
corder Lazarus after his arrest and held 
in $10,000 bail for examination. 

Mayor Brady took office on the first of 
the year and announced he was going to 
conduct the > affairs as if he were the 
head of a business house. He has made 
some sweeping changes and retrenchments. 
The department books have been under- 
going examination, and those of the official 
accused have been submitted to an exam- 
ination running back four years. 


PREACHER’S SON ARRESTED. 


Boy Caught at Window Says Formpr 
Methodist Is Father. 


A seventeen-year-old boy who was caught 
in the yard of a Clermont Avenue house in 
Brooklyn yesterday morning, after he had 
been seen at a rear window, was arraigned 
later in the Myrtle Avenue Court. He de- 
clared that he was Forrest Simonsen, the 


son of the Rev. Svern Simonsen, who was 
at one time pastor of the Swedish Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in Brooklyn, but who 
afterward severed his connection with the 
church. 

The technical charge against the boy was 
that of vagrancy. He said that his brother 
Stanley and he ran away from their fa- 
ither’s home. which is now at 24 Hunting- 
ton Street. New Haven, three weeks ago. 
Their father causec a sensation in the 
Methodist Church four years ago by espous- 
ing the cause of Christian Science. 


PEACEMAKER BADLY BEATEN. 


Young Fighter Punches Doctor Who In- 
terfered in Boys’ Row.

Customs Circular Has Elastic 
Clause About Tourists’ Cars. 


——— 


STRICTER RULE DEMANDED 


Now Possible to Avoid Duty by Sending 
Machine Into Canada Every 
Three Months. 


Domestic manufacturers of automobiles 
and the customs officers have discovered a 
“joker "’ in the circular governing the free 
entry of foreign-made automobiles under 
bond for touring purposes, which was is- 
sued by the Treasury Department on Sept. 
They declare that if the rules laid 
down in this circular are allowed to con- 
tinue in force the Government may as well 
give up all idea of collecting any more 
auty on automobiles at once. 

The duty oh automobiles is 60 per cent. 
It is a cheap foreign auto that does not 
cost $10,000. On this minimum price the 
duty would be $6,000, so that its evasion 
is quite an object to the man who is not 
so well fixed as to be able to throw $6,0UU0 
away. 

The circular in question reads as follows:

-. 


Automobiles of foreign manufacture brought 
to this country for touring purposes, whether by 
foreigners or residents of the United States, and 
whether accompanying the owners or not, if to 
be actually used by them in this country, are en- 
titled to free entry under bond for a stay of 
three months. 

“‘Now just study that a minute,” said a 
customs official yesterday, ‘‘and see what 
an easy old gentleman your Uncle Samuel 
is. You observe that the machine need not 
come with the owner, and that the owner 
may be either an American or a foreigner. 
Now imagine that you want to buy a 
French touring car worth, we will say, 
$20,000, and don’t want to pay $12,000 duty. 
You'll do a good deal to save $12,000, even 
if you can afford to buy twenty-thousand- 
dollar automobiles. 


“So you'll order the car shipped to you | 


from France, and when it arrives you an- 
nounce that you only want it in this coun- 
try for touring purposes, and give a bond 
fo re-export it or pay the duty in three 
months. It doesn't cost anything to give 
a bond. You use the machine for two 
months and twenty days, and then you 
say to your chauffeur: 

“** Jimmie, just jump into that auto and 
take a run up to Montreal.’ 

“As so6On as the machine crosses the 
border it is re-exported, and your bond is 
released. Then you telegraph the chauf- 
feur to come back, give a fresh bond for 
three months more, and keep on repeating 
the process till the machine is worn out. A 
chauffeur can make a good many trips to 
Montreal for $12,000." 

Another clause of the order makes it still 


easier to avoid the payment of duty on 
imported automobiles. It reads as foliows: 


Automobiles to be free of duty as household 
effects must have been used abroad for a period 
of one year or more by the owner or his fam- 
ily, whether driven by a chauffeur in;his em- 
ploy or not, but the use of an automobile by a 
chauffeur or friend unconnected with the owner 
or * family does not meet the requirements of 
the law. 


This simply requires that the machine 
must have been used abroad for a year and 
driven by a chauffeur in the employ of the 
owner. A good chauffeur can be hired in 
Paris for $10 or less a week, and the use

DECISION FOR JERSEY TUNNEL. 


Lackawanna’s Protest Overruled by 
Vice Chancellor Stevenson. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson yesterday gave 
his decision in the suit for an injunction 
brought by the Lackawanna Railroad 
against the Hoboken and Manhattan Tun- 
nel Company. The Vice Chancellor said 
his conclusion was that no proper case had 
been presented for an injunction. He dis- 
eussed the covenant of Jan. 10, 1877, be- 
tween the Lackawanna Railroad and the 
original tunnel compafy, which he held to 
be not binding on the Hoboken and Man- 
hattan Tunnel Company. 

The proposed tunnel is to extend from 
Sixteenth Street, Jersey City, near the Pa- 
vonia Ferry, to Hoboken, running under 
the Lackawanna yards. The suit of the 


railroad was based on the covenant of 1877, : 


in which the original tunnel company 
agreed to uarey the tunnel from the pres- 
ent terminal shaft west to the Henderson 
Street line,.and not to proceed north and 
south from that point. he railroad com- 
pany also contended that the running of 
the tunnel under its yards would interfere 
with the company’s plans for the develop- 
ment of its yards and piers. 

The question is also in the Supreme Court 
on certiorari proceedings. The new tunnel 
company was organized in 1903, ay is a 
branch of the New York and New Jersey 
Tunnel Company. 


CONSOLIDATED FIRM SUSPENDS.
